OIL, GAS SEARCH STATUS--Kingston (IPS)--Drilling operations for oil and gas 

in the Western Jamaica parish of Wesmoreland will end next week, as it is 

unlikely that there will be a find, a spokesman for the government-owned 

petroleum corporation has announced. The on-shore drilling operations will 

now be shifted to the northern parish of St Ann where a gas seep had been 

identified, Bill Saunders, Managing Director of the corporation said this 

week. The corporation began drilling its first oil and gas exploratory wells 

at Hertford in Westmoreland in early November. Saunders told a luncheon 

hosted by engineers here that the drilling target for the Herford well was a 

depth of 3,281 metres. A depth of 2,968 metres had already been reached with- 

out any sign of oil, and it was unlikely that any would be found in the re- 

maining 313 metres. He said progress had been slow because of the nature of 

the material encountered in the last two thousand metres. Saunders indicated 

that there was no better news from the offshore drilling operations at the 

Pedro Banks. He said a depth of over 1,000 m had been reached by Union 

Texas which has between 15 and 25 days to pull out because of another commit- 

ment in the gulf of Mexico. A commercial discovery of oil would dramatically 

change the energy situation in Jamaica. Oil imports account for 32 percent 
of the country's annual spending.

MEDIA TRAINING PROGRAM--Kingston, Jamaica, Wednesday, (CANA)--A Caribbean pro- 
ject for media training and programme exchanges in the region is to receive 
J$530 000 (one Jca dollar equal 56 cents US) in funding from the International 
Programme for the Development of Communications (IPDC), the Jamaica Informa- 
tion Service (JIS) said. The IPDC is an arm of the United National Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organisation (UNESCO). It is aimed at assisting devel- 
oping countries with informational technology transfer and the use of modern 
communication systems to enhance development. The JIS said the project was 
proposed by the Caribbean Broadcasting Union (CBU) at an IPDC general meeting 
in Mexico last month. The CBU is an umbrella organisation for electronic 
media systems in the Commonwealth Caribbean. This is the first time that the 
IPDC is allocating funds and the CBU project was among the first to be accepted 
out of a total of 54 submitted, the JIS said. Under the programme, there will 
be joint training in management production and engineering. It is hoped that 
the exercise will significantly increase the exchange of both radio and tele- 
vision programmes in the Caribbean, JIS said. [Text] [Bridgetown ADVOCATE-

ROUCO ADVOCATES MILITARY INTERVENTION ON SOVEREIGNTY MATTERS

[Text] It is no easy matter to ascertain how willing the new government 

is to act firmly and decisively to quickly recover the Malvinas Islands 
without further red tape. Here, even the finest ideas, above all the finest 
ideas generally flounder on the rocks of hesitation, and any plan that entails 
imagination and risk all too often is put into mothballs. The fact is, 
however, that for the time being the Foreign Ministry seems to be on the 

right track and is not skimping on efforts regarding this issue. 


The least that can be asked of military governments is that they not vacillate 
in connection with a military contingency when matters of sovereignty are 
involved. After decades of fruitless negotiations, Argentina has more than 
enough reason to believe that Great Britain will not let go of the Malvinas 

of its own will nor under any agreement that would mean the loss of its 
administrative authority in the islands. Although unacceptable, Britain's 
obstinacy in this regard is not only understandable but admirable. Thus, 

the time is drawing near when Buenos Aires ought to begin thinking about 

using force, which in such instances is always based on three premises: 
justificat:ion, capacity and need. 


Capacity 


The legal and historical reasons for Argentina's claim to the Malvinas [Islands 
are so clear-cut that we need not even discuss them. We can say almost 

the same about its capacity to recover them by military means, given their 
proximity, their total defenselessness (just 80 armed men) and the serious 
military and diplomatic problems that counteraction would pose for London, 

all of which today outweigh the value of the territory and, above all, are 
completely unrelated to its foreseeable political future in the West. So 
then, the degree of Argentina's need is the sole remaining factor. 


New Circumstances 
In this regard we should keep in mind three relatively new circumstances, 


which would alone justify the fact that Buenos Aires did not take a military 
initiative 20 years ago, for example, but should do so now: 1) the isolation

that the country is suffering from in regard to strategic and political 
coordination arrangements in the West, as a result of its erratic foreign 
policy over the past 30 years, its steady internal weakening and, more recently, 
the methods employed in the so-called antisubversive war, which have placed 
Argentina in a sort of international ghetto; 2) the unfavorable outcome 

of the Beagle arbitration and now of the papal mediation, which poses an 
imminent threat to our position in the South Atlantic; 3) Soviet penetration 
in the zone, with the resulting concern in the United States, inasmuch as 
control of navigation routes in the area, of the straits towards Antarctica 
and of the pole itself will probably become a strategic tool of the first 
order in the decades to come. 


In short, if Argentina does not immediately secure a new point of support 

in the South Atlantic, it is running the risk of not only seeing itself 
excluded from everything that might go on there but also of suffering the 
aftereffects, without profiting at all, of the confrontations between the 
major powers and their Latin American disciples and even of subjecting its 
mainland to all sorts of ambushes, inasmuch as aside from the potential 
riches there, no one can separate the territory from its natural "continuity," 
in other words, the general strategic structure of the extreme south. Now 
that the loss of the Beagle is about to be consummated, with the inevitable 
modification of the geopolitical spectrum in the reigon, only the Falklands 
and adjacent islands offer Argentina the chance of playing the role that 

it ought to there or at least of compensating for the losses suffered, thus 
affording itself some prospect of relative independence by the year 2000. 

In light of all this, the kydrocarbons deposits and the krill resources, 
albeit very important, except for a country that has barely begun to develop 
its exceedingly rich lands, are secondary factors or objectives. 


Time is Running Out 


If we bear in mind how rapidly the United States, the USSR and certain Latin 
American nations, such as Brazil and Chile, are seeking to bolster their 
positions in the south today, it goes without saying that Argentina is no 
longer in a position to continue putting off its recovery of the islands 
"sine die."" The maneuvering room that is has left is very narrow and shrinking 
every day. Within | or 2 years, for example, the major powers and the inter- 
mediate powers might have their blueprints all worked out, behind Argentina's 
back, and in that event it would be much harder, if not impossible, to make 
that kind of move. What happened to the decadent actors in the Commedia 
dell'Arte, who always came on stage too late, would happen to us: Instead 

of charging the public, we would have to pay them and, moreover, recite the 
speech of the hateful character. Moreover, the government would surely 

come out the winner, on the political home front, from an undertaking with 
this kind of psychological and patriotic impact, and this might even be 

its main enticement. But no one could reproach it. As Goethe said, it 

is perhaps worthwhile to ponder why, but it is much more worthwhile to ponder 
how and what. 











Countering Soviet Penetration 


Before it is too late, Argentina and the rest of Latin America will also have 
to directly and decisively confront the disturbing phenomenon of Soviet 
penetration in Central America, which at the moment is threatening to divide 
the continent in two and to isolate the South American half from the West. 
Galtieri's new administration is not doing much in this regard, and as far 

as we know, Argentina still has major doubts about any sort of cooperation 
arrangement with the United States, inspite of the unofficial accounts and 
reports. At the same time, the supposedly largest parties believe or pretend 
to believe that what is happening in Nicaragua or El Salvador is merely an 
"internal matter" that while involving an ideological confrontation, is 

not part of a global struggle for military predominance, and that therefore 
we should not intervene, to which end they are putting al’ sorts of pressures 
on the military regime. They are not even paying attenti »n to what the 
Soviet Union's own spokesmen are saying in Central America. Just a few 
months ago, at the close of a meeting of "specialists," the commander in 
chief of the so-called Sandinist People's Army and the top man in the new 
Nicaraguan regime, Humberto Ortegas, said the following: "Mankind has been 
moving forward, and at the time of the triumph of the Sandinist People's Revolution 
(...) the historic development of society is polarized into two major camps: 
on the one hand, the capitalist camp headed by the United States and the 

rest of the capitalist countries in Europe and the world, and on the other, 
the socialist camp, made up of various countries in Europe, Asia and Latin 
America, with the Soviet Union in the vanguard." 


Mr Ortegas is obviously much more "in the vanguard" than Messrs Leon, Frigerio 
or Bittel, for example. Even so, there is a good culture medium in this 
country, and its supposedly anti-Marxist military regimes have been and 

are still involved at times in preparing it. Here's an example: While the 
government proclaims its determination to denationalize, Mr Diaz Lecam is 

once again involved in the San Juan provincial government and as secretary 

of state and government no less, the same Diaz Lecam who as head of the 
Bloquista group in the province's Chamber of Deputies, spoke the following 
words in 1974: "The complexity of the economic system, the complexity of 

the factors of production in the modern world and even the complexity of 

the individual as such lend increasing support in the realm of economic 
philosophy to the argument that the State must begin to get involved in 

the economy through state-run enterprises, through State economic planning 

and even through the nationalization or takeover of a country's basic pillars." 
This new member of one of the provincial governments set up by well-known 
"conservatives" also called on the same chamber to express "solidarity" 

with the "journalists" for publications such as EL DESCAMISADO, DE FRENTE 

and “any other example of what is called the combative press," he added. 


In short, we have no lack of people “in the vanguard." The country is, 
so to speak, prepared for everything.

IMPACT OF PSP MEMBER MURDER ON GOVERNMENT STABILITY ASSESSED 
Buenos Aires LA PRENSA in Spanish 20 Feb 82 pp 1, 4

[Text] The country is once again living gloomy days and hours. The murder 

of Ana Maria Martinez is the latest episode in Argentina's tragedy over 

the past decade and lends an illusory, almost funambulatory air to the military 
regime's and the parties’ "democratization" plans. How can a system of 

freedom and respect for dissent be established in a lawless land? Can the 

right to choose one's ideology be exercised when the right to life is not 

even guaranteed? Can parties function before courts of law? 


As some circles have suggested, perhaps the aim of the murderers was none 

other than to remind us that in our State (we have to call it something) 

there are no answers to these and many other questions right now. The "process' 
would thus be pursued in the ambiguous situation of an uncontrolled "war," 
which logically would be conducive only to loss of political and economic 
control. In connection with this possibility, it has even been suggested 

to us that her death has prompted a "firm denunciation" in one of the three 
branches, or in two and even in all three and that many of their top officers 
have expressed a desire that the matter "be cleared up." But after the 

long and terrible experience of the "dirty war," it stands to reason that 

there are suspicions that those responsible for the murder are perhaps not 
totally detached from certain factions of the regime, whether fringe factions 
or not, even though their actions were completely divorced from its political 
machinery and even from those very fringe groups. Moreover, there is speculation 
that there might have been a lack of "coordination" or "intelligence work" 
between the police and the political sections of the Casa Rosada during 

the initial handling of the incident. 





A Blow to the Government's Stability 


In any case, the fact is that the kidnapping and murder of Ana Maria Martinez 
have dealt a harsh blow to the government or, to be more precise, to its 
stability, both at home and abroad, regardless of how stubbornly some of 

its members refuse to admit it, because they are still victims of their 

own pretentiousness, fanaticism or indifference to the rule of law that 

every government deserving of the name must be based on. To understand 

this we need only take a look at the peculiar national and international 











circumstances amid which this ominous incident has taken place. On the 

one hand, we have the increasing difficulties that the present U.S. administration 
and some European governments are having in their attempts at a rapprochement 
with Buenos Aires while world public opinion continues to regard Argentina 

as an outcast (a few hours ago a foreign diplomat went so far as to tell 

me that the human rights situation in this country could make it even more 
difficult for Buenos Aires to recover the Malvinas Islands through diplomatic 
negotiations). On the other hand, we have Galtieri and his men grappling 
with the parties and unions, the beginning of which coincided exactly with 
the kidnapping and murder of Ana Maria Martinez, a fact that we should also 
keep in mind, and all of this is taking place in the midst of an economic 
chaos to which no solution can yet be seen and amid the widespread misgivings 
that the launching of a supposedly government party has prompted. Perhaps 

to this set of circumstances we ought to add the government's successful 
efforts to enhance the political "image" of certain labor leaders or union 
organizations, such as the CGT [General Labor Confederation], which some 

days ago was offered a police cordon during its debates, so that no one 

could doubt its "daring" and even its "independence" and "suitability," 

a propaganda tactic by the government that would have doubtless earned the 
applause of the lord of the shirtless ones [descamisados]. 


The Government's Duty 


Given this picture, and above all as a minimal application of the principle 
of law and authority, the government should feel more ot.liged than ever 

to clear up this and other recent deaths or disappearances. Out of respect 
for our nation we can no longer continue to tolerate this climate of violence 
and systematic insecurity. Will the government do anything? Or to put 

it more accurately, can it do anything? We cannot say for sure if we go by 
what happened over the last 6 years. But what we can say for sure is that 

if it does not act, it will grow rapidly weaker until it is eventu:lly 
disarmed, and not so much at the hands of its enemies or the parties as 

of its alleged "friends" or of the people who call themselves that. If 

we look at things this way, we cannot rule out that this was another of 

the objectives of the people responsible for her murder. One of the sinister 
aspects of the tragedy in Argentina and of its aftermath is that we still 
cannot rule out anything. 





Everyone's Obligation 


The murder of this woman should also serve, as previous murders should have, 
as a starting point for illuminating our national awareness. The reason 

is that in the final accounting it is not only the government that has to 
take responsibility for what happened in the past and what is happening 

today in the area of human rights or individual guarantees; the entire social 
fabric, all of the segments of political, cultural and even economic life 

in our country are responsible. Argentina is living a sort of nightmare, 
fears that although well-founded wind up distorting its public and private 
life and, as Ortega y Gasset said of Spain, "exacerbating its history." 








This prevents it from grasping the root of its "debacle," understanding 


its misfortune and thus putting an end to its generalized insecurity, that 

is to say, its "exacerbation," while at the same time stréngthening itself 

to meet the permanent challenge of extremism, which in reality is only trying 
to contaminate Western democracies with its own methods so that they thus 
destroy themselves. The whirlwind of events seems to have swept Argentina 
into confusion as well, and thus the country understands little or nothing 

of what is going on, in other words, of the root causes of its destruction. 
This is the only explanation, for example, of the indifference shown by 

most people and by their leaders, first to terrorism and then to massive 
disappearances during the period of the repression, not to mention the silence 
of the parties, of the courts and even of much of the episcopate, or of 

their rash attempts at a moral alibi, which were even worse than silence, 
before and after the terrorism and repression and until a very short time 

ago. It is this indifference that is today facilitating the maneuvers of 
certain parties or ideological groups, maneuvers aimed at gaining advantages 
from the regime in exchange for an alleged "understanding" or an even more 
hypothetical "amnesia." These parties and groups, in order to step up 

their pressures on the military government, are at the same time pretending 
that our tragedy was caused solely by tiny groups of terrorists, on the 

one hand, and of military officers or policemen, on the other, thus overlooking 
the historic and, in particular, the cultural and political culture medium 
that they themselves, that these parties directly or indirectly encouraged 

and that made the turmoil possible. In short, there are very few people 

who are making an effort to see the totality of the problem, whereas there 

are too many who are running around looking for personal exoneration or 

ad hoc half measures, thus failing to realize that they could fall off another 
precipice, as could we all. 


Only when knowledge of the origins of our calamity becomes widespread will 
Argentina have an accurate historical awareness and, therefore, be able 

to clearly and energetically confront its destiny. This should be the task 
and the concern of all, just about the only task and concern of all, at 
this time.

CARBAP OBJECTS TO JNG DECISION ON EXPORT REGISTRATION 
Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 20 Feb 82 Sec 3 p 2 


[Text] Faced with the uncertainty surrounding the final results of the 

wheat harvest and given the importance of amounts for export, the National 
Grain Board (JNG) decided on 22 December to close the export register, a 

move that was not made public until this month, which prompted a vigorous 
reaction from CARBAP [Confederation of Buenos Aires and the Pampa Rural 
Associations]. The confederation has called for the reopening of the wheat 
export register and denounced the government's intervention, which in its 
judgment “depresses the market and runs counter to the national interest, 

in service to which this policy should be rectified by allowing the unfettered 
workings of supply and demand." 


It also feels that the board's move is at odds with the government's announced 
policy of eliminating State intervention and allowing free trade as guaranteed 
by the constitution. 


In order to prevent excess exports from depriving the domestic market of 
wheat, the board has traditionally banned further overseas sales, but it 
is also true that such measures have always been widely publicized, the 

confederation headed by Eduardo Althabe asserts. 


It is precisely this absence of prior notice that CARBAP is objecting to, 

because it has prevented the confederation from taking action to boost production 
in timely fashion. The main idea is that the mills should be building up 

their reserves so that they can have enough wheat available for their annual 
needs, instead of having the board buy and store the wheat so that it can 

sell it to them when they: need it. 


Under these conditions, the CARBAP people feel that the producers could 

be hurt by the elimination of competition and that we might even again see 
the board paying a higher price at purchasing time than the going price 

on the world market when the wheat is sold to industry; the board would 
thus be in serious trouble because it would have to absorb the difference 
or force the mills to sell the flour at prices that would boost the price 
of bread excessively.

The idea is not that the mills should immediately acquire the storage capacity 
to meet their needs all year long; rather, they should gradually build up 
their reserves so that they can compete freely without the board having 

tu pull the chestnuts out of the fire for them every year. 


Livestock Market 


Ancther of the concerns CARBAP expressed this past week has to do with the 
privatization of the National Livestock Market, an issue that the undersecretary 
of livestock, Jorge Tanoira, broached in informal statements. 


In the confederation's judgment, any decision on the market should be preceded 

by open, wideranging public consideration of the matter, because the transactions 
on this consolidated market are of major consequence. The confederation 

is also concerned about the possibility of changing the location of the 

market. The official announcement was that it would move to Mercedes, and 

a piece of land has already been purchased there for this purpose. 


The issue of contradictory decisions has also come up in the province of 

Buenos Aires, where the head of the reestablished Ministry of Agrarian Affairs, 
Victor H. Santirso, is making a strenuous effort to get the ministry abolished 
during General Saint Jean's tenure operating again. It is difficult to 
accurately assess what the significance will be of the time and effort required 
for this rebuilding, as well as the delays that it will entail for the ministry's 
agrological efforts proper, in the province with the country's greatest farm 

and livestock potential.

SANTA CRUZ-TIERRA DEL FUEGO LINKUP PROJECT VIEWED

[Text] Rio Gallegos--If we could draw up the long list of projects in Patagonia 
that have, frustratingly, never gotten off the drawing board, we would have 

to attach top priority, in a authentically national sense, to any of the 
well-documented attempts to establish an autonomous link between the 

_ province of Santa Cruz and the island of Tierra del Fuego. 


A decision has inexplicably been put off for years, in spite of the break 

in Argentina's geographic continuity at the Strait of Magellan. This is, 

in fact, the land and operational flank of Argentina's sea and Antarctic 

sector, where extremely important strategic factors and sovereignty considerations 
that are impossible to ignore come together. Because of this highly unusual 
situation (which has arisen because the infrastructure there has been designed 
more to enable the rest of the country to take advantage of Patagonia's 

resources than to develop the region itself), we have to "ask permission" 

from Chile's authorities to join our mainland with our section of Tierra 

del Fuego. 


Along Chile's Roads 


Passenger and cargo transport has to proceed along National Route 3 to Monte 
Aymond, crossing at that point into Chilean territory. The route in Chilean 
territory extends to Primera Angostura, where the Strait of Magellan is crossed 
on the "Malinka" or "Cruz del Sur" ferries, piloted by Chilean nationals. 

Once on the island and after traveling 210 kilometers on foreign soil, one 
enters the Argentine section, with all of the red tape involved in crossing 

a border twice. 


The depressing feeling that every Argentine gets when he lives through this 
experience is severely heightened when Chile blocks traffic and closes off 
the Tierra del Fuego border because of alleged "livestock epidemics" or 

by subjectively describing the cargo headed there as "strategic material." 


But while our indecisiveness has confirmed this unacceptable dependence, 

our neighbor has for some time now been operating a ferry in the Pacific 

that links Puerto Montt and Puerto Natales, a 3-day route that is the longest 
in the world covered by this kind of vessel. 
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The map shows the route (No 3) through Chilean territory that must currently 
be taken to reach Rio Grande and Ushuaia. The dotted lines indicate the 
two possible linkups with Tierra del Fuego through Argentine territory.

Rebirth of a Project 


Both Argentine states north and south of the Strait of Magellan recently 
resolved "to undertake without delay a maritime link between the island 

of Tierra del Fuego and the mainland, to guarantee socioeconomic development 
and the complete exercise of national sovereignty." 


The resolution also stipulates that "this link should be along the shortest 
possible route compatible with the geographic irregularities along the coast, 
as well as with the oceanographic and bathymetric conditions that would 

make it as affordable as possible." 


The "Regional Agency for the Physical Linkup of Santa Cruz and Tierra del 
Fuego" was set up for this purpose, and it has already begun compiling, 
updating and evaluating all background information on the matter. 


There have been many delays and much backtracking because the central government 
has failed to respond appropriately. But the options for the linkup boil 

down to the Punta Loyola (a port under construction near Rio Gallegos)-Rio 
Grande stretch and the route between Capes Virgenes and Espiritu Santo. 

If we leave aside the difference in distance (300 kilometers for the former 

and 35 for the latter), the only technical issue is the type of vessel to 

be employed, either the hovercraft or the "roll on-roll off"-type ferry. 

Hence, the time has come to make a political decision. This is a timely 
juncture to consolidate our territorial structure, to begin making Tierra 

del Fuego a part of the mainland and to strike the words "remote" and "cut off" 
from the vocabulary of our fellow countrymen living in the south, as a form 

of reparation and in keeping with an inescapable national imperative.

ADAMS WARNS PUBLiC WORKERS UNION ON SICK LZAVE ISSUE

[Excerpt] Prime Minister Mr Tom Adams has warned the National Union of Public 
Workers (NUPW) that “if they want war, they will get it." 


He was responding to a decision by the National Union of Public Workers (NUPW) 
to stage a work stoppage from noon today. 


The work stoppage, intended to be phase two in the union's industrial action 
to protest against Government's proposals to reduce the number of uncertifi- 
cated sick days for public workers from 21 to six, has since been called off 
and the matter settled. 


Mr Adams told a mass meeting at St. Patrick's last Sunday night that the ques- 
tion of sick days could not be a major industrial matter. 


He said that if any civil servant decided that the Government was to be 
paralysed over sick leave, then he would be very disappointed in the country. 


"I cannot believe that in Barbados, our tourist industry is going to be put 

at risk by civil servants striking at the airport for sick leave, so aeroplanes 
can't land and tourists can't get through. But I believe that if something 
like that were to be done the people of Barbados would have to rise up against 
the civil servants who do that. If they want war over something like this, 
they are going to get war. Let them have no mistake about it, because this 
cannot be an issue to paralyse a country."

PRIME MINISTER PRESENTS 1982-83 BUDGET

[Text] Belmopan, Belize, 26 Feb (CANA)--Prime Minister and Minister of Finance 
George Price today presented the 1982-1983 national budget with expenditure of 
$186.6 million (1 Belize dollar: 49 U.S. cents). He announced some new taxes, 
particuiarly on alcohol, to raise some of the extra funds his government will 
need to run the country next financial year beginning April. 


The capital budget will be financed with funds generated internally and from the 
Caribbean Development Bank, the European Economic Community, United States Inter- 
national Development Agency, the British Development Division and other agencies. 


Mr Price announced that the government had decided to establish a central bank. 


The tax measures hit imported spirits particularly hard. That on beer has shot 
up by 40 percent. 


Mr Price said the rate of economic growth of the country slowed last year partly 
because of world conditions which resulted in lower prices for major export 
commodities like sugar, banana and citrus. Production was hampered by pests and 
weather conditions. 


"Sugar production declined from 103,275 tons in 1980, valued at $93 million, to 
97,725 tons in 1981, valued at $89.6 million. The estimated production of sugar 
in 1982 has been put at 101,000 tons." 


Production of molasses was up from 31,316 tons in 1980, valued at $4.7 million, 
to 31,980 in 1981 valued at $3.5 million. Estimated production for 1982 is 
31,500 tons. 


Production of citrus also increased from 1.4 million boxes in 1980, valued at 
$16.4 million to 1.6 million boxes in 1981, valued at $14.9 million. A bigger 
production is expected during the 1982 crop, — because of a citrus rehabili- 
tation programme. 


Banana production declined from 784,885 boxes, valued at $7 million in 1980 to 
549,375 boxes in 1981, valued at $4.2 million. Production of bananas is expected 
to increase this year due to an irrigation scheme in the banana area which has 
been installed through a loan from the Commonwealth Development Corporation. 
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Mr Price said that future plans would be affected by a number of factors some of 
which might slow the march of progress. 


He spoke of the high cost of administering the public sector, which includes 
defence, and the maintenance of law and order and foreign affairs. He also made 
reference to demands on the public sector for services and facilities, agricul- 
ture, roads, schools, clinics, housing, education, water, electricity, and other 
services required by a modern economy and society. 


The general objective of the 1982/83 budget proposals is to reduce, where possible, 
government's expenditure, to control inflation, increase production to encourage 
investment, and provide a climate for continuing growth in a sustained and balanced 
manner, he said. 


Under the capital budget, the main programmes that will be undertaken in the next 
financial year are land reform, slum clearance, and infrastructure projects by 
the Ministry of Works. 


Foreign assisted projects will include the completion of the Belize city water 
and sewerage system, expansion of the Belize International Airport, rural land 
development in the Toledo district, and a regional grain project, as well as the 
expansion of the banana industry, rehabilitation of the citrus industry, a new 
hospital for Belize City, and rural electrification. 


Mr Price said: "Independence is not the end to our struggle and our revolution. 
Independence is the beginning." 


The budget will be debated by the House of Representatives next Friday, 5 March.

GOVERNMENT SUPPORTS REAGAN'S PLAN--Belmopan, 27 Feb (ACAN-EFE)--Belizean Premier 
George Price has reacted favorably to President Ronald Reagan's speech on aid for 
the Caribbean Basin. Price addressed a meeting of the Chamber of Representatives 
to present his 1982-83 budget proposal. "We wish to thank the U.S. president for 
his announcement of the development program for the Caribbean Basin that he has 
submitted to Congress," Price said. "We have not yet been able to determine all 
of its favorable effects for our economy--such as the lifting of trade barriers-- 
but we are sure that the plan is a step in the right direction," Price added. 
Meanwhile, a Belizean Chamber of Commerce spokesman praised President Reagan's 
plan. A press communique issued by the Chamber describes the plan as a decisive 
step toward helping the region's economies and contributing to the stability of 
the Caribbean and Central America. The communique adds: "We believe that this 
plan will have a positive impact on Belize's economy and that the tariff facilities 
will contribute to the establishment of more light industry in this country."

INDUSTRIAL COMPANY LOSSES FOR 1981: $27 MILLION 
Santiago EL MERCURIO in Spanish 10 Feb 82 p B 1 


[Text] According to information reported to the -Office of Superintendent of 
Securities by the Industrial. Company (INDUS), the enterprise lost $27 million 


INDUS operations mainly involve food, ensuring the production and marketing of 
edible oils (Chef, Cristal, Cada Dia), rice (Banquete and Los Chinos) and sugar. 


In the agricultural sector, INDUS is the main importer and distributor of ferti- 
lizer and engages in contracts for the purchase of oil-yielding seed and rice. 


As an investor in other enterprises, INDUS has 62 percent of INFORSA [Forestry 
Industries, Inc], 50 percent of INDUS Lever and 7.7 percent of the Bank of Chile. 


In order to analyze the results ‘and'‘balance sheet of the Industrial Company, it 
should be pointed out that INDUS is an enterprise with two, very distinct activi- 
ties: one directly operational and the other as an investor in other enter- 
prises. 


Causes of Losses 


The company’s losses in 1981 stand out when compared with the significant profits 
obtained in the past. The table below [not reproduced] shows that from profits 
of $860 million in 1979 and $655 million in 1980, the figures dropped to a loss 
of $1,059,000,000 in 1981. 


A study of these figures should consider a separate analysis of operational re- 
sults and of nonoperational results (income from investments in other enterprises, 
net financial expenditures and others). 


One then observes that in 1981, there was an operational loss of $227 million, 
compared with operational profits. of $351 million in 1979 and $244 million in 
1980. This operational loss resulted from the deterioration of the margins of 
contribution, explained, among other factors, by a significant drop in interna- 
tional prices for sugar, oil and fertilizers, the increase in the level of compe- 
tition, both domestic and foreign, and the difficulty and normal lag of companies 
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in adjusting their level of fixed expenditures to the lower income. This adjust- 
ment in fixed expenditures is even further complicated when reductions in margins 
of contributions for some products such as oil and sugar are deemed to be tran- 
sitory. 


In 1981, there was a nonoperational loss of $832 million, compared with nonopera- 
tional profits of $509 million in 1979 and $411 million in 1980. The most impor-— 
tant factor explaining this nonoperational result is the financial expenses, which 
amounted to $1.32 billion in 1981 from a level of $436 and $482 million for the 
preceding years, due to the high interest rates. 


With respect to the evolution of certain indicators, one can see an increase in 
the level of the debt, fundamentally due to the reduction in holdings mainly 
resulting from the losses for the year, elimination of the fluctuation in shares 
and the drop in the price of shares compared with the previous year. 


Likely Future Trend 


Concerning the company's future situation, one must point out that beginning in 
the late months of 1981, one can observe a‘'normalization of the margins of con- 
tribution for oil and sugar, which were very low during the first 9 months. 

This fact, combined with the adaptation of the company's structure (major reduc- 
tion in fixed spending), could lead to operational profits shilar to those of past 
years. 


With respect to nonoperational results, the financial structure continued to 
undergo modifications in recent months, based on‘the cost and availability of 
the different sources of financing. 


Finally, one should point out the importance of income expected from INDUS' 
investments in other enterprises, mainly made up of investments in the Bank of 
Chile, INDUS Lever and INFORSA, each of which is, in its corresponding sector, 
an enterprise with great growth and development potential.

COLUMNIST SCORES CENTRALISM, LAUDS REGIONALISM 
Santiago LA TERCERA DE LA HORA in Spanish 31 Dec 81 p 3

[Text] One of the most negative factors in Chile's balanced growth is the central- 
ism which has haunted the country for more than a century. An ever-growing 
percentage of its population has been concentrated in the capital, increasing at 
the same time the magnitude of the problems of the big cities themselves. There 
are several explanations for this abnormal growth. Among them must be emphasized 
the monumental errors of the educational system in giving instruction a purely 
humanistic sense, disdaining the technical trades and luring students to the 
classic liberal professions. In a nation overendowed with mining, agricultural 
and maritime wealth, the youth has been channeled toward a broad and varied know- 
ledge without any practical application. In this way business vocations have been 
frustrated, and the spirit of work, without which progress becomes an illusion, 
has been discouraged. Eternal copiers of foreign models, we have lived by applying 
foreign experiences and hiring foreign experts, professors and advisers. It would 
appear that some sort of “national complex" causes us to admire senselessly every- 
thing that happens in faraway places, without noticing the grandeur that surrounds 
us. Present generations know more about the settling of the American West than 
about the conquest of their own country. They suffer for the extermination of the 
"redskins" and ignore the epic of the “Araucanians.' , 


But the old political system was also a determining cause of centralism. The 
composition of parliament, so well conceived, in theory, on the basis of provincial 
representation--Senate--and population--Chamber of Deputies--was unshakably dom- 
inated by the political parties. These groups, far from correcting the poor 
distribution of population, accentuated the problem, being interested only in 
increasing their electoral influence and controlling a significant amount of power. 
No constructive initiatives were seen after the failure of Jose Miguel Infanté's 
federalism in the first half of the last century. 


The present administration has tried, in my opinion successfully, to transform the 
internal administrative regime. The "regionalization" plan, without falling into 
the excesses of a federalism which is not in keeping with our traditions, has given 
the regions greater autonomy, which will permit them to confront their own problems 
without pernicious interference. I believe that this plan must be expanded in the 
future, creating incentives for those who, overwhelmed by centralism, wish to 
emigrate to other provinces and, incidentally, allowing this country to grow in a 
healthy and balanced manner. 
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The organic law which will implement the Regional and Communal Development Councils 

provided for in the 1980 Constitution as advisory and citizen participation organs, 

will serve this purpose in a very positive way when the intermediary social agencies 
are incorporated into the governments of the respective regions and communes. 


None of these worthy objectives will be achieved, however, if we keep the constitu- 
tional provisions which call for Parliament and the presidency of the republic to 
be chosen by universal suffrage through the political parties. In effect, article 
100 of the Fundamental Charter provides that "the government and higher administra- 
tion of each region rests in the administrator, who shall be responsible exclusively 
to the president of the republic." This official--the administrator--then, will be 
subject to the political designs of the chief of state who, in turn, will be subject 
to the discipline and instructions of his party's leadership. Regional aspirations, 
as happened without exception in the past, will remain subordinated to political 
interests, which will continue to predominate unless counterbalanced. There will 

be no lack of those who think with guileless ingenuity, that the new parties--the 
usual ones--will be led by angelic leaders who will put off their own electoral 
ambitions in favor of legitimate national needs.... 


The experience accumulated throughout many decades demonstrates exactly the opposite. 


Chile's curious territorial structure--which a well-known writer called "a crazy 
geography"--demands that we adopt a political administration which will work swift- 
ly on decongestion of the capital, on increasing sovereign rights in the most remote 
areas and on the strengthening of regional administrative autonomy. Santiago cannot 
continue to absorb the greater part of our resources and to attract in a disorderly 
manner a population which is approaching 40 percent of [the country's] total. 


A real innovation in the political system, devoted to an organic democracy based 
on regional and communal representation, would open up the possibility of redis- 
tributing population and resources according to the needs and potential of each 
area of the country. 


The choosing of high state officials by means of the social organizations in each 
region would prevent the interference of politicized elements and would result in 
an inestimable contribution by each and every man and woman living in this country. 


Now that unforeseen circumstances have done away with the bossism which was 
identified with the native party system, the change we are demanding surges forth 
like a historical imperative. Tohold to stale institutional schemes because of the 
influence of the economic and political ultraright would be the worst of errors into 
which our leaders could fall.

FACH TO BUILD PLANES--Gen Fernando Matthei, commander in chief of the Air Force 
and a member of the Government Junta, announced yesterday that the.Chilean Air 
Force (FACh) will build a series of 100 propeller aircraft for training. Twenty 
of these Pillan planes will be built this year. Matthei said that the aircraft, 
designed along the lines of a civilian plane made by an American firm, has met 
all technical requirements and that it will later be offered to other countries. 
Matthei emphasized that since “results have been so extraordinary, we have de- 
cided to build a series of 100 planes for our own needs. Of these, 20 will be 
built this year." He said that the Pillan has met all the technical tests to 
which it was subjected and that only a slight modification was needed in the } 
horizontal plane of the tail. "In addition," Matthei said, "from the cost stand- 
point, the plane means substantial savings. I would say that the series of 100 
aircraft will cost us less in dollars than if we were to buy them abroad. This 
will be a great experience for us. We are going to offer the plane to other 
countries." he said, “but we do not have contracts with anyone yet. We signed 
the first contract for our own planes and naturally, before anyone buys planes 
from Chile, they have to be sure that the FACh itself considers them ideal. Ob- 
viously, no one would buy them otherwise."

MORE FLEXIBILITY FOR BANKS--The recent measures adopted by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Central Bank concerning rediscount lines that the Bank grants to 
commercial banks will allow greater flexibility in the use of the instrument, 
according to sources in the financial sector. Previously, the banks could resort 
to such a line of credit for a minimum period of 7 days, which period has been 
eliminated. Consequently, the financial entities will be able to use the re- 
sources of the Central Bank for whatever time they deem fitting, even 24 hours. 
It should be pointed out that the rediscount line corresponds to last-resort 
financing, which customarily costs more than the so-called interbank loans. In 
order to partially compensate for the greater flexibility of the system, which 
could result in an exaggerated increase in rediscount operations, the Central 
Bank will increase the cost of existing credit transactions by 10 points. Such 
credit remained at 90, 100, 110 and 120 percent of the base rate, which is deter- 
mined by the interest on 30 and 89 day investments observed in the financial 
system.

OSORNO INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYMENT DROP—-Osorno--The industrial sector in this province 
is facing a critical situation due to “foreign competition, which is disloyal, 
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and the high cost of credit," EL MERCURIO was told by the president of the 
Association of Small Manufacturers and Craftsmen (APIAO), Ernesto Besser. As a 
result, Besser said, while no industries have been closed, they are on the brink 
of bankruptcy and have to reduce the number of employees they had in December 

by 70 percent. The Association is made up of some 100 small businesses, includ- 
ing agricultural industries, and employs over 5,000 workers in the fields of 
metal machinebuilding, the automotive industry, leather, shoes and wood. Besser 
said that many industries cannot compete with foreign products. Likewise, they 
cannot maintain reasonable production if they do not have loans through CORFO 
[Production Development Corporation] for 10 years or more for the purchase of 
machinery and raw materials. "We have expressed these proposals to government 
authorities through our federation," he said, Besser emphasized that “despite 
the fact that this is a clearly agricultural region, we manufacturers are an 
important labor force" and that the sector was concerned over unemployment. 
Companies are operating with 30 percent of their workers. "With this percentage, 
we cannot meet minimum needs. One has to have invoicing in order to be able to 
operate and not ‘suffer losses." The business leader also mentioned the matter 
of supplies, which are normal, but because of the current situation, there is 
little demand and a-high supply at stable prices. [By Eugenio Caleagno Freire]

TEACHERS THREATEN STRIKE OVER 'MAS' ABDUCTIONS 
Bogota EL TIEMPO in Spanish 18 Feb 82 p 7-A 


[Text] The "Death to Abductors" (MAS) movement abducted and tortured a teachers' 
secretary, and at the same time threatened directors of the Colombian Teachers 
Federation (FECODE). FECODE at the same time announced an indefinite national 
strike as a means of defense against actions by the paramilitary group. 


At a press conference, the FECODE executive committee--a union to which 180,000 
teachers serving the state are affiliated--Diva Saenz, a law student at the 
Free University, was abducted for several hours last Friday and Sunday. Mean- 
while the following were threatened: Javier Dario Velez, Jorge Pachon, Gustavo 
Ballesteros, Francisco Saavedra, the Chilean Celinda Antinao, members and 
employees of FECODE, including university professors. ~ 


The committee reported that the union co-worker was tortured and warned that 
the teachers will strike the moment one of their leaders is abducted and will 
not return to work until he or she is freed. 


Abel Rodriguez Cespedes, president of FECODE, personally asked the minister of 
government, Jorge Mario Eastman, for protection for all Federation leaders and, 
at the same time, made public his amazement that President Julio Cesar Turbay 
Ayala has not made any public statement against MAS and similar groups. 


According to these same sources, during her abduction, the part-time secretary 
was subjected to intense interrogation concerning the activities within the top 
leadership of FECODE and she was told that MAS needs the leaders mentioned 

because "they are friends with whom we have to settle long-standing accounts." 


As for the double abduction of Diva Saenz, it is said the first one occurred 
on Friday evening near her home on 57th Street and Carrera 9. She was then 
asked information about the directors of FECODE and was shown a large photo 
album for the purpose of identifying some individuals. 


According to the FECODE committee, photographs taken more than 6 years ago were 
in the album. 


Dussan Calderon said this practice showed that MAS is not chasing abductors, 
but mainly union leaders who have been recent activists or who should have 
been faced with serious conflicts. He cited the case of Eduardo Vanegas, 
president of the Seamens Union, UNIMAR, who received a death threat and, as a 
result, today enjoys special state protection 
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The committee told of having gone to the minister of education, Carlos Alban 
Holguin, but regretted that it was not granted an audience. 


Diva Saenz’ first abduction ended 2 hours later on 68th Avenue and 26th Street, 
where she was left by her captors with instructions that she not talk with nor 
go to the authorities, nor leave the city. 


The second abduction occurred last Sunday evening. 


Hours before, Diva, upset over these events, attempted to get to Monteria, but 
a man from the coast took her ticket away at the airport and reminded her of 
her instructions not to leave the city. 


The same man appeared again that night near her home, accompanied by a blonde 
with an Antioquian accent, and forced the part-time worker to get into a private 
automobile. She was then beaten; questioning increased with greater aggressive- 
ness and it all ended with her being left in the early morning hours in the 
adjoining town of Bosa. 


Diva Saenz was not at the press conference and the FECODE committee explained 
her absence as a protection measure. 


Faced with these facts, the teachers were said to be in a state of alert and 
were notified of the national strike to take effect the moment an abduction 
or disappearance of one of their leaders occurred. On 7 January, Georlan 
Echavarria, secretary general of the Teachers Union Association of this city, 
was abducted. It was the first abduction of a teachers’ leader. Days later 
he was freed. MAS gave him 1,500 pesos to get his act together. "MAS members 
in Bogota are more commonplace, because they got 3,000 pesos for Diva," the 
FECODE committee stated.

NICKEL EXPORTS TO COMMENCE--Next April Colombia will ship its first export of 
nickel in history, Ricardo Gomez Delgado, president of Cerro Matoso, said.

In the near future nickel and coal 
will compete for second place as sources of income next to coffee. Gomez 
Delgado recalled that in Cerro Matoso there are some reserves of between 40 
and 60 million tons of nickel which guarantee sales for the next 12 years.

[Speech by Roberto Veiga, CTC secretary-general: "The Eighties Confront 
Our Working Masses and their Unions, in the Context of an America in Ferment With 
a Real Challenge, a Tough Contest, which Calls for a Great Determination for 
Unity" ] 


[Text] Introductory address by Comrade Roberto Veiga, CTC [Central 
Organization of Cuban Trade Unions] secretary-general, to the 

joint report on Latin America and the Caribbean, presented to 

the Tenth Congress of the WFIU on 10 February 1982, "Year of 

of the Revolution." 


Comrades: 


It is very difficult and I might even say impossible for the joint report, which 
was sent to you by the WFIU, in view of its limited number of pages, to cover 

the situation prevailing in this part of the world in its full breadth and depth. 
Our Latin American and Caribbean brother labor unionists present here will be 
able to enrich the content of this document as they speak out at this event while 
we present the drama suffered by their peoples and the lessons learned during 
their struggles. ? 


Comrades: 


Our region covers a surface area of more than 22 million square kilometers and 
has a population of 357 million; ft is potentially powerful in terms of human and 
natural resources;but is becoming poorer with each passing day due to the evil 
effects of the depredatory action of the industrialized capitalist countries, 
basically, the United States. For United States imwperalism, with the support 

and complicity of many native oligarchies, there is no solution other than to 
shift the burden of the profound economic crisis to the peoples and in particular 
to the working masses. 


According to UN statistics, 160 million human beings in this part of the world 
live in poverty and are victims of ignorance and diseases, the latter being ag- 
gravated by permanent malnutrition. 








Furthe , 30 percent of the adult Latin American population are illiterates. 
Our pév,_.. lack indispensable medical and hospital services and the few that 
do exist are not within the reach of the majority of the population. 


Unemployment and underemployment, in a dizzy and hair-raising spiral, currently 
affect around 40 million, basically women and young people. To this figure we 
must add no less than 20 million Latin Americans and Caribbeans who have emigrated 
and who must support themselves under very difficult conditions. 


Inflation is transferred to the nations in the area through the unjust and unequal 
trade carried on with the developed countries and especially the United States 

who raise prices on manufactured products which they sell to us and reduce the 
price on raw materials and other basic products which they buy from us. Statis- 
tical data from the ECLA [Economic Commission for Latin America] tell us that, 

in 1978, looking at manufactured products only, the change in prices signified an 
increase in the real value of imports for the region, amounting to the equivalent 
of $25,304 million as compared to 1970. Right now, among the products which our 
countries can export and which are most affected by the forced price reductions 

we can include copper, tin, lead, bauxite, cotton, coffee, bananas, cacao, and now 


also sugar, which has to put up with the protectionist maneuvers of the United 
States and the EEC, 


Much more anguishing is the drama of those countries in the region that do not 
produce petroleum, countries which, by selling their products, cannot compensate 
for the enormous expenditures connected with the purchase of energy. In 1978 
alone, the change in fuel prices signified an increase in the real value of in- 
ports for the region amounting to the equivalent of $14,442 million, as compared 
to 1970. With the money which our countries used in the past to purchase 35 bar- 
rels of petroleum, they can today only buy two. 


As a result of the deterioration in the terms of trade, combined with the negative 
effects of the rise in the interest rates, the countries of this area, during 1981 
alone, lost the equivalent of $10 billion. This loss, on the other hand, is 
closely tied to the negative bottom line on the current balance of payments which 
quite alarmingly this year rose to the unprecedented level of $33.7 billion; this 
is also tied in with the rise in the foreign debt which at that time already came 
to the fabulous figure of $240 billion, in other words,:four times higher than in 1977. 


Latin American and the Caribbean found themselves forced in recent years to use 
almost half of their exports just to pay for debt servicing. This means inevit- 
able bankruptcy. 


One of the factors determining this situation, a factor which promotes the fre- 
quently repeated interventionist policy of the United States in our region, has 
been represented by United States investments. 


Just 2 years ago, the then deputy director for Latin America and the Caribbean of 
the AID said that 82 percent of the total direct foreign investments accumulated 
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by the United States in the so-called Third World, that is, about $32 billion, 

are located in Latin America and earn a profit of almost $5 billion per year for 
that country in'the northern part of America. Out of these investments, United 
States imperialism gets between $3 and $5 for each dollar invested while the same 
ratio is only $1 in Europe. Enormous profits amounting to billions of dollars are 
accumulated by the transnational companies which despoil and decapitalize our 
countries even more, Along with the plunder of our natural resources, there is 
the drain of the scientists, technicians, engineers, and doctors of our peoples. 


Direct investments, loans subject to high interest rates, preferably from private 
banks, burdensome credits, granted under political conditions imposed by credit 
institutions; the appropriation of resources under the heading of "technology 
transfer"; the various financial maneuvers carried out by the branches of the 
transnational corporations--these, among other things, are various forms that are 
being applied to imprison the national economy of our countries and to deepen the 
permanent marks of the underdevelopment of our people. 


How do the nations of the region finance these gigantic deficits and debts? They 
do it by accepting the tough terms of the big banking corporations, by going 
deeper into foreign debt, by compromising even more their rather shaky political 
independence and their effective possibilities for development so that in the end 
they finance their efforts with more dependence, with more indebtedness, with more 
exploitation, and with more underdevelopment. 


The IMF unscrupulously manages the monetary and financial crisis which our peoples 
are suffering and imposes upon them abusive conditions aimed at promoting the most 
reactionary and antipopular domestic policies and accentuating dependence and im- 
perialist exploitation. 


Our countries find themselves forced to pay their price of their dependence to an 
irrational and anarchic system which, in the last analysis, upon reaching the cri- 
tical point, does not hesitate to take unilateral measures which make their situa- 
tion even worse, 


All of this explains why, in 1981, our region's growth rate only came to 1.2 per- 
cent, the lowest over the past 35 years, reducing the level of increase of the 
gross domestic product in 17 out of 19 countries considered; on the other hand, 
inflation continued to rise and reach a figure of 60 percent, the highest in all 
of the past several years, with the exception of 1976, when it was 61 percent. 


The desperate situation of our peoples is further aggravated by the notorious and 
insupportable inequalities existing with respect to distribution at home. 


The UN Economic Commission has reported that 10 percent of the Latin American 
families control 44 percent of the continent's total income in a year while 40 
percent of the family groups get only 8 percent of that income. 


On the other hand, just 1 percent of the property owners hold 62 percent of the 
cultivable land, thus causing the insupportable misery which prevails in the rural 
areas, a situation which draws farm labor toward the urban centers. In many 
capitals throughout Latin America and the Caribbean, along with the bourgeoisie's 
ostentatiousness and waste, we can observe the sad spectacle of poverty-stricken 





neighborhoods or slums with their burden of misery, begging, unhealthy conditions, 
ignorance, prostitution, and crime. 


The demagogy employed by other United States administrations regarding Latin Ameri- 
ca and the Caribbean has been abandoned. Reagan quite bluntly points out that 
Washington must promote any kind of maneuver, including pressure and threats, in 
order to make sure that our region will open its doors even wider to United States 
investments while at the same time, along with the rise in interest rates, the 
United States introduces restrictions through customs tariffs and other restric- 
tions on the access of the region's products to the American market; this is tan- 
tamount to continue promoting and stepping up the plunder of the natural resources 
of our countries by the United States transnational companies. This was mentioned 
by Comrade Zakaria just a few minutes ago. It means the strengthening of the po- 
licy of making the rich richer and the poor poorer; this is a part of the neocon- 
servatism of the Reagan administration which not only obstensibly affects broad 
sectors of workers in the United States but which promotes an increase in the in- 
stability of the worldwide monetary system, which spreads depression throughout 
the entire capitalist system, and which makes the situation unbearable in the de- 
veloping countries whose hopes for finding some solutions to the dramatic economic 
problems that beset them are frustrated by the obstacles erected by United States 
imperialism. 3 


Comrades, these are some of the facts and figures that illustrate the impact of 
capitalism's growing worldwide crisis in this region and at the same time they 
are an expression of the great structural distortion of the Latin American and 
Caribbean economies, 


The remedies recommended by the bourgeois economists and particularly by the mone- 
tarist group only imply further denationalization, monopolistic concentration and 
centralization, and serious hardships for the vast masses. 


In contrast to this situation, our people, drawing primarily on the support of the 
Soviet Union and the other socialist countries, backed up by the solidarity of all 
of the world's progressive forces, today can show a record of social and economic 
gains way beyond comparison with the rest of the continent; this confirms that the 
crisis and underdevelopment do not represent inevitable facts for the peoples of 
Latin America and the Caribbean. 


It is very preoccupying to note that there is no realistic approach to the pro- 
blems besetting our peoples. The tendency is for the situation to become further 
complicated in a dangerous fashion. 


It is very worrisome to see that there is no realistic analysis of the problems 
besetting our peoples. The situation tends to become dangerously complicated. 


The new United States administration has embarked on an unbridled arms race; it 

has revived the language of the Cold War and it threatens and attacks the countries 
in the region which do not bow to it, thus aggravating tensions and moving the dan- 
ger of war closer. 


In addition to the criminal and cowardly economic blockade which is now more than 
20 years old, Cuba is constantly attacked by the imperialist government of the 
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United States through various forms which include crude and intolerable threats of 

a naval blockade and the landing of the Marines and which extend all the way to the 
criminal introduction of diseases and pests which have hit persons, plants, and ani- 
mals with the ultimate goal of stopping the advances recorded by the country and 
trying to prevent the spread of its example and its attitude of solidarity with the 
noble cause of the exploited of this continent and of other parts of the world. 

This morning, in a profound and vibrant address to our Congress, Comrade Fidel denounced 
the new slander which is being presented as a pretext for attacking Cuba, along 
with the new threats that are employed uselessly in an effort to intimidate us. 


The new Nicaragua is also a country which is being assailed for having embarked on 
the road of liberation in 1979, We must warn that tk2 dangers of direct aggression 
from United States imperialism are emerging against the Nicaraguan revolution either 
openly or in a concealed fashion through the reactionary forces on the continent, 

in an effort to undo the achievements, to wipe out the freedoms and rights gained 
heroically by the workers and the people of Nicaragua, and to return the homeland 

of Sandino to the ominous past of repression and opprobrium into which it had been 
plunged by that Yankee monstrosity which goes by the name of Somozaism. 


Grenada is also the target of constant threats and destabilizing attacks. This 
people, small in number of inhabitants and territory, but great in dignity and 
patriotism, is fighting a tenacious battle to recover its resources and its full 
independence, 


The maneuvers which are being carried out against the patriotic demands of the 
Panamanian brother people are known. 


The government of the United States is trying at all costs to perpetuate neocolo- 
nialism through the creation and support of fascist-style regimes which crush any 
manifestation of rebellion and popular nonconformity; they obediently respond to 

the orders coming out of Washington and they guarantee the uninterrupted and un- 

challenged plunder of the national wealth of those countries. 


We have eloquent examples of that in the overthrow of the Popular Unity govern- 
ment in Chile and the installation of the brutal and bloody fascist junta which 
misgoverns that brother country and casts a shadow over it; other examples consist 
of the establishment of dictatorial regimes in countries such as Uruguay, Paraguay, 
Argentina, Bolivia, and Haiti and the intensification of United States political, 
military, and economic support for the genocidal governments of El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, and others. 


In El Salvador, 30,000 citizens have been massacred and the people live in a state 
of siege and terror instituted by the Christian Democratic Junta; but the facts 
tell us that the crimes that are being committed there do not weaken but instead 
strengthen the formidable democratic and revolutionary battle being fought by the 
Salvadoran masses. 


The heavy blows which the "Farabundo Marti Front for the National Liberation of 

El Salvador" repeatedly strike are causing the country's oppressors to stagger and 
inevitably bring the hour of victory closer. No time is better than this time for 
alerting worldwide public opinion to the interventionist maneuvers of United States 
imperialis™ in El Salvador which are aimed at frustrating the imminent triumph of 
the people. 
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With the intention of continuing his interventionist policy in Central America 

and justifying the increase in his enormous economic and military aid to the geno- 
cidal regime of El Salvador, Reagan dares to declare with amazing calm before 
the Congress of the United States that progress is being made in that country in 
the field of human rights. This is a mockery of worldwide public opinion and of 
the American people themselves. 


Is Reagan trying to conceal from the world the savage killing of 1,009 persons in 
December in the Salvadoran department of Morazan, perpetrated by the soldiery of 
the "Atlacatl" brigade, created by the United States? The few survivors of this 
atrocious massacre reported the terrible scenes of defenseless peasants being mur- 
dered, of pregnant women being slit open, of children having their throats cut and 
being burned alive, and of entire settlements being razed to the ground. This van- 
dal act can be compared only to the crimes committed by the Hitler hordes during 
World War II and by the Yankee army in Vietnam. The killings at Son My in Vietnam 
did not attain their psychological objectives nor the military objectives pursued 
by those responsible. The killings at Morazan likewise will not attain those ob- 
jectives. Both criminal events are and will be the victorious banners of the 
people, 


The United States State Department is currently expressing great indignation and 
coming out with crude statements condemning alleged repressive actions by the 
Sandinist government along the Atlantic Coast in an effort to discredit the 
Nicaraguan revolution with cynical lies, lies which on the other hand tell us 
nothing about the tragic situation experienced by the people of Uruguay, Paraguay, 
Argentina, Chile, Guatemala, Bolivia, and other Latin American countries subjected 
to tyrannies and repressive governments backed by Washington in which torture, mur- 
der, killings, and disappearance bring back the days of nazifascism. 


As Comrade Fidel said this morning, on top of everything else, on the occasion of 
the painful events in Poland, we must put up with Reagan reviving his old actions 
in Hollywood as he tries to pose as defender of the rights and interests of the 
workers, What a farce, what a comedy, what effrontery, what cynicism! 


Could it be that the absence of rights, including the right to work, which the 
Latin American and Caribbean workers are suffering from, is not a consequence of 
the iniquitous exploitation of the transnational enterprises which serve Yankee 
imperialism? 


Could it be that President Reagan's reactionary policy is not expressed with un- 
usual violence against the working people of the United States? If anybody doubts 
that, let him ask any of the 12,000 air traffic controllers who were fired in the 
United States or, if he wishes, let him read the statements by the transportation 
secretary of the Reagan administration who said, in a prepotent and haughty manner, 
that he would not hire the striking workers, even though they may beg on their 
knees and admit that they were defeated. 


Enough of this phariseeism and politicking! 


The takeover of the United States government by Ronald Reagan has brought an in- 
crease in direct or indirect intervention by Washington in the internal affairs 
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of the countries of this part of the-world.and.at the same time, as we pointed gut, 
his aggressive foreign policy, characterized by delirious warmongering, has been 
stepped up. 


Warlike maneuvers and military operations.staged for the purpose of intimidation 
and aggression are frequent. The Marines, as well as Yankee ships and aircraft 
untiringly criss-cross the air space and the waters of Latin America and the 
Caribbean. 


From a document drafted as basis for Reagan's inter-American policy by a group of 
experts, known as the "Santa Fe Committee," we can infer the revival of the "Monroe 
Doctrine"; the increase in the penetration of United States capital, disguised as 
"development aid"; interventionism aimed at crushing, by force, any independent ex- 
pression, plans for military action against Cuba, Nicaragua, Grenada, El Salvador, 
and other countries, and the strengthening of military integration under the aegis 
of the United States are other points here. 


The evils deriving from imperialist rule and capitalist exploitation have triggered 
the dawn of a new popular, revolutionary, and democratic offensive on our continent.

Unmistakable symbols of this situation are the revolutionary, popular, and demo- 
cratic triumphs of Nicaragua and Grenada. Both are events of major historical 
significance over the past 20 years in this region. 


The revolutionary processes in Nicaragua and Grenada are not the fruit of chance 
and much less of special situations. They spring from exploitation and oppression. 
They arise from the legitimate rebellion against shame and surrender to imperialism. 
They are an expression of the irrepressible rise of the popular and revolutionary 
movement and they are a part of the historical phase of our America's second inde- 
pendence, launched by Cuba during that bright January of 1959. 


Along with the victories of those other peoples, we also can watch the rise of the 
unwavering, tenacious, and heroic struggle of the workers and people of Guatemala 
against the tyrannical regime imposed and supported by the United States. 


We must also point out that the independence of Belize and the progressive orienta- 
tion of the new government in Suriname constitute other points of concern for the 
United States in the Caribbean. 


In Puerto Rico, there is a tremendous increase in the independence drive and the 
struggle is being stepped up against imperial rule, which is committed to keeping 
that island as a colonial enclave and as a base of aggression.against all peoples 
of America, particularly against the countries of the Caribbean. 


The fascist dictatorships in the Southern Cone of America, which threaten to spread 
. throughout the continent, will find themselves increasingly isolated internation- 
ally. America's southern region has also been the scene of worker and popular 
struggles. 
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The antidictatorial protests are expressed by the popular mobilizations that have 
taken place in Chile, Uruguay, Argentina, and other countries, where however govern- 
ment violence continues with full force, demonstrating the weakness of dictator- 
ships that are forced to resort to repression because they lack a popular base. 


The year 1981 was characterized by the ceaseless struggle of the workers in the 
vast majority of the countries of this continent who, through countless strikes 
and mass mobilizations, are rising up against the anti-worker and political mea- 
sures which affect their rights while at the same time they took significant steps 
in the process of building unity in their labor union organizations. 


The Bolivian worker movement carried out numerous strike actions in various sec- 
tors but it was in the mining regions where the rebellion against repression made 
itself felt most, a repression which has been stepped up since the July 1980 coup 
d'etat which included a labor union retreat and the legalization of the COB (Boli- 
vian Labor Federation). 


In Peru, social agitacion manifested itself during the year in the form of count- 

less protest strikes against the administration's labor policy. The various Peru- 
vian labor union sectors agreed in calling that policy a "anti-worker policy aimed 
at openly promoting big capital," both domestic and foreigr, which in that country 
is basically United States capital. 


Powerful strike movements also in the past year were carried out by the Colombian 
and Ecuadorean Workers including big nationwide work stoppages against the extre- 
mely bad social-economic and working conditions. The strikes staged in support 
of economic and social demands spread in Venezuela where regional work stoppages 
were also carried out in various states. 


The struggle of the Costa Rican working class, headed by the CUT [Single Federation 
of Workers] revolved around a protest against the high cost of living, lator union 

persecution, and unemployment and was expressed through strikes in various sectors 

and major nationwide work stoppages. 


In Jamaica and in the Dominican Republic, the many strikes ranged from typically 

worker sectors all the way to professional circles, such as doctors and teachers, 
mostly in support of demands for wage increases which are necessary to cope with 

the critical economic situation in both countries, bringing a constant decline in 
the purchasing power of wages. 


These examples, among many others that might be mentioned, prove that Latin Ameri- 
ca and the Caribbean are the scenes of tough and cruel battles aimed at liberation 
from the colonial and neocolonial yoke and the achievement of a new international 
economic order which will be really effective and fair, which would open the way 
to a general conquest of sovereignty and of the rights of real self-determination 
of the peoples. 


The above, combined with the increase in the national liberation struggle, the 
awareness which is developing in certain governments in view of the consequences 

of imperialist rule, and the common positions which move our nations closer together, 
indicate that the evil suffered by our peoples cannot go on forever. 
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I am not trying to describe the dilemma facing this region in somber colors, We 
are not imagining this situation, nor are we inventing the terribly accusing 
figures which, dry though they may be and undoubtedly limited, do express the dra- 
matic reality that besets millions of human beings. 





This reality fully justifies the indignation, rejection, and growing manifestations 
of rebellion by our workers and peoples. 


The essential causes of the actions and struggles of our peoples must not be squght 
in the presumed "subversive conspiracies" of the Soviet Union and Cuba, invented 

by slanderous imperialist propaganda. They must be sought and they will be found 
in the just responses of the peoples to the permanent violation of the most essen- 
tial and sacred rights of human society. 


On the national and international levels, the Yankee imperialists, through the CIA 
and other specialized agencies, are trying to block the growing unity-oriented 
process of the working class which is based on the recognition of the particular 
demands of the workers, in close and inseparable unity with the just demands of a 
national character. 


The phony labor union spokesmen who are in favor of this separation are with each 
passing day having less of an effect on the workers of all affiliations and they 
are increasingly repudiated by the peoples. For them, this sad mission which has 
been assigned to them by the imperialists and the reactionary classes, is becoming 
a mission impossible because their objectives include immobilizing the working 


class, slowing down and limiting its demand struggles, and diverting the working 
class toward the roads of class collaboration and submission to Yankee imperialism. 


Hopeful steps aimed at unity can be observed among the area's labor union organi- 
zations. 


In Brazil we can detect a significant advance in efforts aimed at unity. Its high- 
est expression was the meeting of the CONCLAT (National Congress of the Working 
Class) which was attended by 183 organizations, leading to the establishment of a 
committee to promote conditions for the establishment of a single worker federa- 
tion. 


Positive achievements can be recorded also in Honduras in the struggle for unity 
through the formation of the FUT (Unified Federation of Workers). 


Committees and organizations with a unified orientation have been created in 
several other places and agreements have been worked out on important problems 
between organizations of various tendencies. 


We Cubans are the direct witnesses of the exemplary understanding and cooperation 
prevailing among the workers and their unions in the Caribbean area. 


There are objective possibilities for rallying the people around the struggle for 
the solution of the crucial problems facing the unions. 


The time has come for making sure that nobody will view his class brothers as 
enemies.

The remnants of the past,constituting a consequence of many years of division, sec- 
tarianism, and sterile disputes must be left behind. The important thing is to make 
sure that--as comrade Fidel pointed out today--we see all the many things that unite 
us and not the few things that may divide us. It would be unpardonable if we were 
to fai’ to exploit the prospects opening up before us regarding dialogue, exchange, 
and cooperation.

BODES GOMEZ SCORES U.S. ON ECONOMIC ISSUES 

Coffee Cartel

[Text ] Each year the coffee economy hangs by one thread: the weather. The freezes 
in Brazil have raised the prices of the grain many times, and the immediate result 
is always a feverish productive effort in exporting countries. 


The shortage-high price-excess production-low price cycle is repeated every 5 or 6 
years with the same regularity that affects other commodities. That is how precar- 
ious the economy is in underdeveloped countries that depend essentially on one 
export product to be able to purchase their most basic goods, which are manufac- 
tured abroad. 


Alexandre Fontana Beltrao, executive director of the International Coffee Organiza- 
tion (OIC), is considered by some to be much more than that and is dubbed the 
"Father of Coffee."' He has made the final tally, and the results are depressing: 
"Discounting the inflation rate, coffee today is cheaper than it was 10 years ago. 
That means, as a corollary to this analysis, that coffee exporting countries are 
poorer today than they were 10 years ago." 


The coffee-growing market, or the coffee market, as most Latin Americans prefer to 
call it, is highly concentrated. There are 44 countries listed with the OCI as 
exporters, but the bulk of production is found in some 10 countries, with Brazil 
at the head. The list of importers includes 23 members, but the United States 
alone buys more than a third of the coffee that is marketed each year in the world. 


Despite their long history as a consuming nation, Americans' taste for the 
aromatic grain is declining; unfortunately, the transnationals' taste for control- 
ling this business is not declining apace. 


Next year will mark the centennial of the opening of the first coffee exchange in 
New York City. In that aspect, the former colony got the jump on the mother 
country, as the London exchange opened 6 years later, in 1888. 


Actually, the stock market is an isolated world with its own ups and downs that 
are sometimes independent of production fluctuations; or, as a bourgeois economist 
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. would say, free of the "sacrosanct law of supply and demand." It is plain to see 


that the reason for this is the price speculations that members of the exchange 
frequently engage in. It should also be pointed out that not just any citizen has 
the right to enter these hallowed halls of big money; one must be recognized among 
the official members in order ty buy and sell coffee supply contracts. 


The New York Exchange admits a maximum of 350 members, but in recent years that 
quota has hardly ever been full because the transnationals have tried to do away 
with the less influential members. These big companies include Coca-Cola, Nestle, 
Dupont, General Foods and other food companies, all of which identify themselves 
with the awesome name of corporation. | 


The predominant price of the transnationals listed on the exchanges serves as a 
guideline to set the international price of a given product. The last great price 
hike occurred in the middle of the last decade, when the freezes wiped out much of 
the Brazilian harvest, and world coffee stocks began to shrink rapidly. Another 
frosty year in the major producing country was 1979; that year prices revived, and 
the problems of countries that depend on this product were alleviated. However, 
the times that followed have been very hard indeed for them. 


Four times this coffee season (which will end on the 30th of this month) the export- 
ing countries had to tighten their belts and lower the authorized quotas for 
selling the grain on the world market. After all these adjustments, in the best 
"Harakiri" style, the supply was reduced to a level far below import levels, 
calculated at some 55 million 60-kilo sacks. The purpose of the measure was to 
facilitate a recovery of prices at the expense of initially predicted sales. 


The prices agreed upon for the 1980-81 year ranged between $1.15 and $1.55 per 
pound, but the real price fell much lower, as low as $0.80. The prospect of a 
bumper harvest in Brazil had a decisive impact on this decline, just as prices 
sprang upward when there were frosts in the states of Minas Gerais, Parana and 
others. 


The bonanza days always encourage many coffee producers. Colombia, one of the lar- 
gest exporters in the world, increased its harvests by 80 percent in 1976. That 
was a memorable year, because prices climbed to unprecedented heights, and 
importing nations had to agree to sign a new pact with exporters to bring order to 
the market. That pact expires in a year, and as usual, we should expect a long 
period of negotiations before the two groups of countries reach an agreement on 
the new bases that will govern the international coffee trade. 


The exporting countries have tried different methods of defending the price of 
their product, but so far there is only one that has proven effective: not to sell 
when the price is low. Of course, that is a desperate measure that worsens the 
standard of living of the agricultural workers and small farmers. But it is a 
weapon the transnationals are combatting by exerting political pressure on the 
governments. That happened a year ago, when a group of Latin American countries 
created the firm "Pancafe" in order to store the grain until the price went up. 


With this product, as well as others of the same kind, experience has shown that 
unity among exporting countries can bring about improvements in commercial rela- 
tions that would otherwise be impossible to achieve. 
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U.S, USSR Economies Compared

[Text] Last month the unemployment figure for the United States soared to 8.5 mil- 
lion people. 


During that same month, the figure for the Soviet Union was zero. 


We have never seen this information concerning the two countries published in any 
Western newspaper or magazine. Perhaps those who run the capitalist press feel 
that their readers would not be interested in learning that there is no unemploy- 
ment in the Soviet Union. In other words, it is not news, because the USSR 
achieved full employment more than a half century ago. Ever since, it has 
maintained that conquest year after year. 


The present unemployment rate in the United States is undoubtedly more newsworthy, 
because it hasn't been that high since 1939. But why is there no mention of the 
other figure? 


In fact, this informational policy reflects the old method of telling "half- 
truths." Since unemployment cannot be concealed, because millions and millions of 
people are out of work in the capitalist countries, both developed and underdevel- 
oped, they cannot help but mention it. 


What is concealed, however, is the corresponding situation in the socialist coun- 
tries; on the contrary, a lot of ink is spent writing about th= resl or imagined 
problems--of course, there is much more about the latter--of centrally planned 
economies. 


It is true that there are problems all over the world, and the progress of the 
economy is not an unswerving line; but it is curious to note how Western publica- 
tions handle the economic results reported in socialist countries. 


If the overall development plan of the economy is fulfilled, only a few lines are 
devoted to the item and it is buried in the back pages. If the full plan is not 
carried out, or if some sectors are lacking, then the wire services spread the 
news all over the world extensively and repeatedly, while the newspapers and maga- 
zines give it full coverage. 


It is worth noting that this indirectly confirms that the economy of socialist 
countries progresses more steadily and at higher rates than that of capitalist 
countries. 


Another aspect that is neglected by these biased reports is the negative impact 


the rest of the world suffers from the crisis (economic recession with inflation, 
or the so-called "stagflation") in the large capitalist nations. 
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The increases in prices of. industrial goods and raw materials exported by the 
United States, the European Common Market and Japan far exceed the increases in 
oil prices of recent years. However, the bourgeois economists hasten to cast the 
blame on petroleum as the principal culprit in the current inflationary situation. 
Moreover, they "forget'"' that oil profits for the most part go to the monopolies 
that control international trade in this product, not to the members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 


The issue of productivity is also subject to distorted interpretations in the West- 
ern press' manipulation of information. The rate of productivity is reported in 
accordance with the interests of the editors, and it has become a kind of 
propaganda tool, touted as an inherent quality of the capitalist system, which is 
supposediy more efficient than the socialist system. 


True, increased productivity is a very important objective for obtaining profits 
in the system of private ownership of the means of production, in that it provides 
for greater yields from labor without increacing the compensation paid to labor in 
the same proportion or even a similar proporiion. Nonetheless, it is a carefully 
proven fact that increased efficiency aggravat.s the problem of unemployment in 
capitalist economies. 


._This phenomenon is completely logical, because the greater supply of goods is not 
accompanied by greater demand, given that the buying power of the population is 
eroded by the constant spiral of prices. The private businessman decides in such 
cases to lay off those workers whose greater productivity has created excess goods 
that cannot be sold on the market. 


United Nations research has revealed that increased productivity in the industrial- 
ized "market economy" (capitalist) countries has caused more lay-offs than could 
possibly be caused by the entry of similar goods in the market, imported from devel- 
oping nations. 


In socialist countries, increased productivity has a different meaning. For 
example, the new 5-year plan of the Soviet Union (1981-85) assumes that 90 percent 
of the growth of national revenues predicted for this 5-year period will be 
achieved by increasing productivity, and this greater labor efficiency will save 
17 million jobs. 


A similar number of people are now out of work in the United States and the 
European Economic Community. No politician of those countries would think of 
proposing an increase in productivity in order to save manpower, which is what the 
USSR does. Of course, the workers of the capitalist enterprises would not benefit 
from the increased revenues, but the threat of unemployment forces them to produce 
more.

VALDIVIA SCORES U,S, FOREIGN POLICY, REAGAN 

Arms Sales Abroad

[Text] Like someone who sees a ghost, to use a popular expression, "frightened" 
by its own theories, the American Government goes on developing and inundating the 
world with arms under the pretext of defending the interests of the nation and 
peace, 


The Spanish news agency EFE [Agencia EFE, S,A,] has just reported from Washington 
that the Reagan administration has decided to considerably augment its arms sales 
to other countries during fiscal year 1983, 


The budget for foreign military aid approved for those 12 months comes to $6.9 
billion, 30 percent more than what was allocated for the current year, some $5,8 
billion, 


This figure does not include arms sales through strictly commercial transactions, 
amounting to hundreds of billions of dollars every year, to the joy of the death 
merchants, 


The figures published by the AP last week help illustrate what has just been said, 


The AP asserted that the United States is planning to go for a new record in its 
arms exports and sales totaling $24 billion have been billed for the first quarter 
of this year, 


This figure is 51,8 percent higher than the biggest previously recorded one, $15 
billion, during Gerald Ford's presidency in 1975, 


Approximately a third of the total value of the transactions anticipated this 
fiscal year, $8,5 billion, were contracted for with Saudi Arabia, a country that 
is to acquire the controversial flying radar equipment known under the acronym of 
"AWACS" and other military equipment, 
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tr death market has become one of the Reagan administration's basic foreign policy 
ines, 


This administration is promoting military equipment sales and has also lifted re- 
strictions which legally interfered with the conduct of these transactions with 


governments that flagrantly violate human rights, and it is strengthening its re- 
lations with then, 


In the course of the marked involvement the United States has been experiencing, 
exactly a year ago this change of policy, characterized by an unbridled arms race 
which it is trying to involve all of its allies in despite the negative socio- 
economic effects of this action, became evident, 


Information published by American Government sources indicates that in 1981 the 
army of unemployed added to its ranks almost 4 million workers and increased from 
7.7 to 9,5 million unemployed, producing a marked effect on the poorer segments 
of the populations black, Hispanic and other communities, 


The national rate of unemployment includes 18 percent of the black American popu- 
lation; that is, practically one out of every five blacks fit for work does not 
have a job, 


Furthermore, the inflation rate during the same period was 8,9 percent, agreeing 
with figures published a few days ago by the AP news agency, of that country, al- 
though analysts cited by other American sources feel that it may even amount to 
as much as 10 percent, 


While the current administration is squandering about $200 billion, allocated for 
the 1982 military budget which began in October, and anticipates higher figures 
for 1983, the nation is sinking into one of its biggest economic crises, 


Thanks to the economic recovery program designed by the President and his advisers, 
businessmen associated with the military industrial complex are getting richer 

and workers are accumulating more unsatisfied needs in addition to being forced 

to pay for the financial blunders of the Republican tean, 


According to statements by Assistant (interim) Secretary of State for African 
Affairs Lennon Walker, the foreign aid provided by Washington is divided into 
three categories: economic aid funds, military equipment sales abroad and inter- 
national educational and military training funds, 


According to what the State Department official said in an interview published by 
the review AFRIQUE DEFENSE, the first of these supplies the United States with the 
variable resources it needs to pursue its policy toward those countries that pre- 
sent economic and security problems the solution of which is urgent, 


The two remaining ones are provided for its allies and other countries with which 


it wishes to strengthen its military relations in order to create more opportuni- 
ties for influencing their governments, 
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The above is furthermore realized to satisfy its own needs relating to the security 
of its armed forces units overseas, 


This “aid” is granted with low interest rates for the purpose of giving so-called 
Third World nations in economic difficulties access to up-to-date military equip~ 
ment for the strengthening of their armed forces, 


Military reinforcement as a conspicuous feature of the Republican administwation's 
foreign policy can be demonstrated in the example of the aid allocated to Africa 
in the current fiscal year (1982), according to Lennon Walker's statements, 


The sum of $1,048 billion was allocated to a total of 18 countries, to 62,7 percent 
of them for different military programs and to only 37,2 percent for development 
projects, 


Justifying the amounts destined for each country, Walker's report abounds in sen- 
tences like the following: 


"To make available resources serve foreign policy objectives"; "it is a big source 
of cobalt for the United States"; "it has always responded favorably to U.S, re- 
quests for access to its instullations by units of the Indian Ocean Strategic Force" 
and others in a similar vein, 


In view of such examples, it behooves us to ask ourselves who the so-called foreign 
military aid the United States provides the Third World with helps, The answer is 
obvious and self-evident, 


Another more recent and closely associated occurrence helps us to better understand 
the Yankee concept of foreign aid, The AP disseminated the news last 22 January, 


The U.S, Congress expects to grant $300 million in assistance for the countries of 
the Caribbean Basin, but this represents only 7,1 percent of what is needed to raise 
the economies of only six Central American nations, 


What we have just cited contrasts with the military aid granted during the Repub- 
lican administration's first 6 months to the genocidal military junta in El Salvador 
which, according to official information, exceeded $100 million and then continued 
to increase, 


Now, the Pentagon is offering excellent credit terms to poor countries so that they 
can acquire the arms they need, the Spanish EFE says, 


But they have, furthermore, begun to propagandize their military production abroad, 
something they have not done for a long time now, 


Undersecretary of State James Buckley recently rescinded prohibitions imposed on 
his diplomats and military attaches at embassies so that "they might actively pro- 
mote" American arms sales abroad, 


They have also authorized military industrial complex companies like General Dyna- 
mics and McDonell Douglas, among others, to design exclusive weapons systems for 


export, 
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In the Republican philosophy, tanks, bombers, strategic missiles and preparation 
for war, esentially in other countries, are placed above the necessity of satisfy- 
ing the demands of social, cultural and economic development, 


In an interview published about 2 weeks ago by the daily LOS ANGELES TIMES, in re- 
sponse to a remark by the Paris news agency AFP [Agence France Press], President 
Reagan asserted that, if he were forced to choose between balancing the budget and 
the maintenance of big expenditures for weapons, he would decide in favor of re- 
establishing the defense of the United States, 


Moreover, he felt that the big military investments he has initiated were the only 
way to lead the Soviet Union to "an effective and verifiable reduction of armaments," 
the French agency added, 


"Where the Threat to Peace Comes From," a book recently published by Soviet experts, 
explains that starting in 1983 the United States plans to launch the installation 
of new mid-range nuclear systems in Western Europe: 108 Pershing missile launch 
pads and 464 land-based Cruiser winged missiles, 


The American plans also extend priority to the development of chemical and biolo- 
gical weapons, 


‘Reports published in Washington explain that the Reagan administration has decided 
to ask Congress for $810 million for the coming fiscal year (1983) for these pur- 


poses, 


This figure is equivalent to 78 percent more than what was allocated in 1982 for 
the development of such lethal weapons, 


Without a doubt, the information supplied by the above-mentioned book makes it 
clear who is leading the global arms race and forcing other nations to invest enor 
mous sums, necessary for their full national development, in weapons that are get~ 
ting to be more and more costly and dangerous, 


The book tells how the United States produced nuclear weapons in the mid-1940's 
and the USSR at the end of that decade, intercontinental strategic bombers and 
nuclear submarines, the former in the mid-1950's and the latter at the end of that 
decade, and miltiple nuclear warheads, the Americans at the end of the 1960's and 
the Soviets a decade and a half later, 


In mid-January (the 21st) dozens of American teenagers, members of the "Children's 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament," congregated in front of the White House and read 
aloud letters received from children throughout the country — over 2,800 — while 
impatiently waiting for the President to appear, which he did not do, 


Among others, some of the proposals made in these messages were: 
"Please don't waste the money earned with so much hard work by my parents to blow 


up the world" and "young Americans would like to be assured of the likelihood of 
living out their whole lives, not of dying before their time," 
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On the point of bringing mankind, including the American people, to the brink of 
the holocaust with plans for war and nuclear rearmament, the man in the White House 
claims that this "strengthens peace and the freedom" of the United States, 


Arming its allies in its own interest, threatening mankind — first of all, the 
peoples of America and Western Europe — with an atomic war is beating down the 
wrong path, one leading to suicide, 


In response to aspirations for peace in the world, especially by the Soviet Union 
and the socialist commmity, the head of the Yankee government is replying with a 
senseless and rash policy: the arms race, 


President's U.S, Standing

[Text] Many public opinion polls effected last year in the United States demons— 
trate that Ronald Reagan has the honor of being the American president with the 


greatest declining popularity, 


On 30 January 1981, 10 days after the current Republican administration assumed 
power, a poll conducted by the well-known Gallup Institute resulted in a report 
showing that only 13 percent of those interviewed expressed their disagreement 
with the new president, 


A month and a half later another poll taken by the same institute — the results of 
which were published by the news agency EFE on 18 March — revealed that 24 percent 
of those interviewed rejected the path chosen by the White House, 


Observers at that time recalled that, since the Harry Truman era, no American pre- 
sident had suffered popular disapproval in excess of 9 percent, hardly 2 months 
after assuming office, 


On 30 March, as a result of the attack on Reagan's life, a situation emerged that 
seemed to momentarily alleviate the earlier tendency, 


"Observers agree in noting," the EFE commented later, "that Ronald Reagan's honey- 
moon with the Americans probably reached its ‘peak' immediately after the attack 
in which he was wounded," 


The Spanish news agency added that this fact helped to "artificially" dissimlate 
the concern already sensed in various segments of the population because of the 
consequences of the President's economic program, 


With things as they were, on 30 April the results of a poll sponsored by the daily 
NEW YORK TIMES and the CBS Television Network were published, 


Thirty-six percent of those polled felt that in a year his domestic situation would 


be better than at the moment, whereas 5 months before — even with Carter in the 
White House — only 25 percent thought that, 
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Sixty-seven percent of the responses approved of how Ronald Reagan came across as 
President, a percentage that exceeded the level of acceptability accorded Carter 4 
years before, 


Other figures produced by that poll indicated that only 25 percent of the Americans 
interviewed could say where El Salvador was in Central America; half of them said 
they did not know where it was and 70 percent rejected any U,S, military intervention 
in the country, 


The Fourth of June seemed to mark a limit to the popularity of the current President 
of the United States, who was elected to that office by 26 percent of those voters 
who went to the polls in November 1980, 


Gallup and the TIMES MAGAZINE had conducted polls that produced the following 
balance sheet on that days 


According to the first of these, 68 percent of the citizens approved the President's 
leadership, 21 percent disapproved and 11 percent preferred not to reply, 


The review's investigation showed that 51 percen* felt that things were going well 
in the country, while another poll the same publication conducted in the first week 
of January showed that only 26 percent felt the same way about it, 


Hardly two and a half weeks later, on 22 June, the picture began to change for the 
former Holl wood actor who had become president, 


At that time an EFE dispatch warned that "the honeymoon between President Reagan 
and the American public has come to an end, 5 months after he entered the White 
House," 


"His unpopularity index," the Madrid news agency added, “is higher than that of any 
other president in the past 30 years for the same period of time," 


On the above-mentioned date a Gallup poll revealed that only 59 percent — as op- 
posed to 68 percent in May — approved of Reagan's handling of the presidency, 


Also, the number of those who disapproved of his executive efforts went from 21 
percent in May to 28 percent in June, thereby setting a record for bad luck as con- 
cerns the low indices recorded for the same period of time for ex-Presidents Eisen= 
hower, Kennedy, Nixon and Carter, 


On 24 August the EFE published the results of new polls by Gallup and other special- 
ized institutes, “ordered by the CBS Television Network and the NEW YORK TIMES," 


Sixty-nine percent of American blacks were pessimistic about the direction the 
country was moving in and only 13 percent of them approved of Reagan's administra- 
tion of the government, 


The tendency reflected by these polls continued until last December and was con- 
firmed last 31 January by a poll conducted for the American review NEWSWEEK by the 
Gallup Institute, 
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According to these polls, Americans with greater financial resources "are more 
solidly in favor of the President, while the poor, the blacks and those less edu- 
cated are his chief opponents," 


As far as next November's elections to renew the House of Representatives and a 
third of the Senate are concerned, the NEWSWEEK poll demonstrated that 84 percent 
declared themselves against Reagan and said that they would vote for the Democrats 
if elections were held at the present time, 


Last Tuesday the French agency AFP reported from Washington that, according to the 
latest polls, 46 percent of Americans look favorably on the job Reagan has done 
during his first year in office, a figure that is paradoxical in comparison with 
the 68=percent approval he exhibited in June of last year, 


In explaining the gradual crumbling of the President's popularity, the Paris agency 
expressed the opinion that the 10 million unemployed the nation is now suffering 
under, "a record since the end of the war," has had an influence on this, 


It also referred to the tottering situation of the automobile and steel industries 
and the bitter national debate on the President's persistence in favoring a reduc- 
tion in the amounts pensioners, education and public health, among other social 
programs, receive in order to keep a military budget of $200 billion afloat, 


According to the AFP viewpoint, the amount of personal sympathy Reagan still re- 
tains, despite his attrition as President, is due to the skills he learned before 
the movie cameras, 


"The melodramatic behavior," it said, "so typicai of him and which charms the public 
so much," 


The dispatch in question added that not long ago in Houston he brought tears to the 
eyes of a crowd of women by reading to them a very long letter he had received from 
the mother of a family, The woman told him how her son had left the day before to 

enlist in the army, leaving behind in his room his football and baseballs, 


"I'm sure," the mother wrote the President, "that you will look after him," 


The AFP went on to say that, after reading this, Reagan made a long and dramatic 
pause to conclude gravely with: "I promise I will," 


In an ironic tone, the French agency added that the President does not leave his 
Oval Office without carrying one of these letters "from the people" in his pocket, 
which he will use “extensively and knowingly," Until when? The dramatic arts will 
not be capable of warding off the concrete disillusionments that jolt a society in 
which the federal government, instead of multiplying the loaves and the fishes, is 
mitiplying guns and armor, 


Without telling the whole story, the polls represent the future tendency expected of 
the current President of the United States. 
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*"REAGANOMICS' REVIEWED, SEEN AS 'MADNESS'‘

[Text] "Typical of this recession, what differentiates it from all the others of 
modern history, is the fact that the White House has no plans, no ideas, and ap- 
parently no interest either in trying to reverse the decline of the economy," 


With these words, Lane Kirkland, president of the American AFI-CIO Labor Federation, 
accused President Ronald Reagan's government and his economic program, baptized 
with the term "Reaganomics," of being responsible for the increasing ailments the 
United States is suffering from, | 


"You have to go back 50 years to find an official reaction so pitiless to the dif- 
ficulties and sufferings of millions of unemployed Americans," added Kirkland, who 
passed judgments: "The government's attitude is a jumble of monetarist fast talk 
and grotesque macroeconomic panaceas,... I say it is madness," 


The first year of Reagan rule has come to an end and that is why we are already 
familiar, through experience, with the "possibilities" of his ambitious economic 
and budgetary program in which the role of the state is reduced to the benefit of 
the private sector, military expenditures have risen to astronomical figures to 

the detriment of excessive social expenditures, taxes for the elite group of in- 
vestors have been reduced, the mch—touted balancing of the budget has in 3 years 
already met with total failure with a 1982 deficit in excess of $100 billion and, 
to fight inflation, they have strengthened the policy of control over the liquid 
growth of money and dismantled the regulations that constitute a check — according 
to Reagan's aivisers — on economic activity, 


After implementing all these measures, the President had to admit last October that 
the United States was in a recession and, to detract from the importance of it, 

he said that it would be mild and brief, But "you can't escape the figures," 
Reagan himself admitted on one occasion and the statistics present a somber picture 
in 1982, despite the optimism Washington wants to convey at any price, 


When the Republican administration assumed power, the country's growth rate was 1 


percent, the rise in prices 12,5 percent, interest rates 20 percent and unemploy- 
ment 7.4 percent, At that time it noted: "The economic disaster that is 
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threatening us is unprecedented,,, the usual methods cannot save us," "Reagan- 
omics" made its appearance to “lead the nation to lower inflation, greater growth 
and a better future for everyone," This meant: balancing the budget by 1984, 
achieving a growth rate of 4,2 percent in 1982, an unemployment rate of 6,6 per- 
cent in 1983 and an annual rise in prices of 6,6 percent, 


The real situation showed another face, The Reagan government's budget deficit 
could amount to $109 billion in the current fiscal year, $152 billion in 1983 and 
$162 billion in 1984, 


The reason for this lies in the unusual arms race the White House cowboy is pro=- 
moting, In 1982 over $200 billion were destined for the Pentagon and the American 
defense budget for fiscal year 1983 will reach the figure of $245 billion, natu- 
rally at the expense of social programs already heavily trimmed back in the first 
budget and with identical prospects for this government since Reagan in his mes- 
sage to the nation has already shifted a good many social expenditures to the 50 
states of the union (with the subsequent denouncement of many governors and mayors 
who are perfectly aware of their unbalanced budgets), 


The economic growth remains to be seen, It is absolutely impossible to achieve it 
in the middle of a recession that promises to be moch longer and more far-reaching 
than that announced by government experts, The chief branches of industry are 
experiencing a difficult situation, Construction levels have been reduced as well 
as the manufacture of automobiles and steel, 


Since the fall of 1981, one out of every five industrial plants in the United 
States has been out of operation, In the month of September alone industrial 
production was reduced by 9,6 percent, according to a Federal Reserve Board report, 
In January the automotive consortiums, Chrysler, Ford and General Motors, closed 
several of their plants, leaving jobless 100,000 people who joined the other 
210,000 workers of the industry who are on an “indefinite leave of absence," At 
the end of 1981 only 75 percent of ‘industrial capacity was in use, 


The new year arrived with an unemployment rate of 8,9 percent, almost 10 million 
people without jobs, These figures are catastrophic, but they still do not reveal 
the truth, According to the AFI-CIO, unemployment has affected 12,5 percent of 
the active labor force since 1,2 million people have abandoned their search for 
work because they have lost hope and over 5 million have been forced to accept 
part-time jobs, 


Moreover, this has happened at a time when the government has reduced unemployment 
insurance benefits, job-training programs and social welfare, 


It is estimated that some 250 million workers were without jobs at one time or 
another in 1981, Between July and December 1981 alone, 2 million people were job- 
less, and these figures which are so hopeless become even more terrible when they 
are analyzed by population segments: 17,4 percent of the blacks and 11,1 percent 
of those citizens of Hispanic origin do not have jobs; 21,7 percent of the youths 
and among teenaged blacks the figures amount to 42,4 percent, 
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Pessimism is the predominant attitude, along with anger, among the nation's most 
dispossessed segments because, not only do they see their chances of earning a 
living diminish, but angrily contemplate the budget cuts, 


Over a million people have been left without “food stamps," the price of school 
breakfasts and lunches has risen and thousands of children are no longer benefit= 
ing from the meal which in many cases was the only source of balanced nourishment 
in their day, scholarships for university students have been reduced, state aid 

to poor families for housing [has also been cut] and at the same time rents have 
gone up and drastic cuts have affected subsidies for families with small children, 
medical assistance for underprivileged old people and vocational training programs 
for the poor and the minorities, 





In short, between 30 and 60 million Americans have suffered from the budget cuts 
in social programs, 


When the White House discusses unemployment, it is in these words: “This is the 
price one has to pay fer reducing inflation," But who is actually paying it? 
With incredible hardheadedness, in an interview with the DETROIT FREE PRESS Presi- 
dent Reagan declared: “Although the unemployment rate is going beyond 10 percent, 
I will continue to place my trust in the fact that the private sector will resolve 
the crisis,... I will go on believing that our economic plan is the most appro- 
priate measure to in the long run resolve the problem of lack of work in the 
United States," 


Meanwhile, a few weeks ago snow fell on enormous lines of men and women who stood 
for hours in Washington, the capital, in front of six churches waiting for the 

2 kg of cheese which Reagan had decided would be distributed free among the poor, 
They needed to eat and were there, but certainly this feeling, expressed to the 
WASHINGTON POST by social worker Janice Johnson, prevailed among all of them: 
"These people would mich rather have work, If I could have it my way, I would take 
all this cheese to the White House and tell President Reagan to eat it," 


In 1981 inflation remained above 12 percent, which means that in the United States 
"we all live in fear, fear of the future," as another social worker said, The 
standards of living of millions of Americans are constantly declining due to the 
high cost of food, medical care, energy and housing (all this represents between 
60 a. percent of the expenses of four out of every five families in the United 
States), 


A poll conducted a few months ago by the WASHINGTON POST and the ABC Television 
Network showed that 9 out of 10 Americans claimed that they were making sizable 
sacrifices in their standards of living due to inflation, Seventeen percent said 
that it had been necessary for them to skip meals to save money and 60 percent in- 
dicated that food cost them more now than a year ago, 


Between 1979 and 1981 the cost of housing doubled and that of medical care was 
subjected to rises of 30 percent, To say nothing of fuel: Every winter many old 
and poor people on fixed incomes have been found frozen in their homes because 
they did not have the wherewithal to pay for heating, 
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But Reagan and his aides continue to concern themselves with providing private 
organizations with solutions, The big capitalists have certainly prospered, 

Their taxes have been reduced in 1982 by over $44 billion and the consortiums in- 
volved in military equipment production have seen their profits increase by several 
decimal points, 


And the government is concerned with productivity, Labor Secretary Raymond Donovan 
says that it is the chief domestic priority: increasing productivity, and predicts 
that in the next few years half of the factory workers could be replaced by robots 
and engineers,.,., "Actually, by 1990 half the workers in any factory could be 
engineers and technicians and other specialists instead of the workers of today" 
and "this could mean that we will have to conduct a massive retraining program 
since there will be a big changeover from factory workers to specialized workers 
capable of programming, repairing and caring for robots in the factories," 


The news agency UPI passed judgment on this: “Right now the Reagan government is 
reducing funds earmarked for training and preparation programs," 


"Reaganomics," that coup d'etat against Franklin Delano Roosevelt's "New Deal" 
and 50 years of Keynesian economy, is going through hard times and has obviously 
not faced up to the urgent problem of inflation and the economic recession, But 
Reagan continues to be persistent during a special political year, In November 
there will be elections for the 98th American Congress (435 seats in the House of 
Representatives and a third of the 110 senators are to be renewed) and, although 
the Republicans have gotten together 10 times more money than their opponents for 
the election, there are already signs of a certain amount of strengthening in the 
Democratic camp, 


And the problems are following their course, The White House and the bigwigs in 
the financial and industrial world are satisfied (they can afford to pay $10,000 
a plate at a sumptuous dance organized to collect funds for the Republicans); in 
contrast with this, the workers and ethnic minorities are contemplating this new 
year of recession that raises the ghosts of the era of the great depression with 
despair and rage,

U.S, FOREIGN POLICY IN EL SALVADOR SCORED

[Text] The Ronald Reagan administration's close link with the genocide being com 
mitted in El Salvador has made it possible to demonstrate how the President of 
the United States basically depends on lies in forrulating his foreign policy, 


In "certifying" to his country's Congress the "progressive" premises relied on in 
honoring human rights in that nation, Mr Reagan made himself appear ridiculous and 
also let the public see what little respect his fellow citizens are deserving of 
in his eyes, 


A few days before his unfortunate appearance, American newspapers, world figures 
and other sources had revealed the most recent massacres committed by the Salvadoran 


Arny, 


In fact, the daily WASHINGTON POST reported the massacre of 1,000 people in the 
town of Mozote in the Department of Morazan where troops of the Christian Demo- 
cratic junta headed by Napoleon Duarte carried out one of their many "cleanup" 
operations, 


CBS Network reporters produced reports on night raids in worker districts in San 
Salvador in which 17 residents lost their lives, The Commission for the Defense 
of Human Rights in Central America condemed the civilicn=-military regime for the 
genocide that had been committed and pointed out that in El Salvador "crimes as 
cruel as those perpetrated by Hitler in World War II occur," 


At the end of January a report over 200 pages long, prepared by the American Civil 
Liberties Union, was published, in which the extent of repression in the Central 
American country was demonstrated, 


In a letter addressed to Reagan, the Maryknoll Order, which is an association of 
U.S, monks and nuns, noted: "We are convinced that the human rights situation in 
El Salvador has not improved, We invite the people of the United States to join 
us in requesting that no military aid be sent to the junta," 
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Four of the order's activists were killed in 1980 by army soldiers headed by 
Abdul Gutierrez and to date the crime remains unpunished, 


This and other pieces of evidence — plus the pictures reproduced through photos, 
newsreels and television — constitute an irrefutable testimony to what is really 
happening in El Salvador, When one listens to Reagan's "certification," one might 
think that that gentleman is isolated from the outside world and refrains from 
reading newspapers and watching television, 


With the exception of the United States, the whole world accepts the fact that in 
El Salvador life hangs from a thread that may easily be cut into two or three 


pieces by the bayonets of the regime's troops, trained in antiguerrilla tactics by 
almost a hundred "advisers" sent by the White House itself, 


The American President pretends to ignore the real situation, but actually he fol- 
lows events attentively, During the past few weeks, the number and extent of 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front (FMLN) actions have grown and this 
threatens to speed up the collapse of the Christian Democratic faction in power in 
San Salvador, 


Every day the chief figures of the Republican administration invent new tales 
about the supposed intervention of Cuba, the Soviet Union and Nicaragua to increase 
the military and political successes of the guerrillas, 


Through these lies they are trying to make American congressmen believe that an 
external force is the sole cause of the Christian Democratic junta's headaches, 
In the face of this totally fictitious and even ingenuous situation, the hand of 
the White House should respond to the "appeal" of Napoleon Duarte's army with more 
military equipment, 


Actually, imperialism sees what it has always considered to be its bailiwick 
threatened, This is why Secretary of State Alexander Haig and other officials 
frequently assert that the anticommmist line whould be established in Central 
America, 


The raid on the air base of Ilopango — linked with the destruction of 70 percent 
of the planes and helicopters — the capture of a city as big as Usulutan (200,000 
inhabitants), the attacks on the towns of Corinto and Nueva Trinidad and on bar 
racks located in other areas demonstrate that FMLN guerrillas have the initiative 
and are capable of hitting sensitive areas of the regime's military machine and 
also of disappearing afterwards with a minimum of human and material losses, 


This is a reality that has been analyzed in the Republican Cabinet and in the 
Pentagon, The first options to be exercised in the next few weeks have already 
begun to emerge from these studies, 


If, on the one hand, it is a question of convincing Congress that a very humane 
regime governs in San Salvador — despite the 35,000 mrders committed by the army 
in almost two and a half years — on the other, the necessary steps are being taken 
to adjust the U.S, war machinery and put it to use in the shaping of events, 
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While it is being decided whether aid to Napoleon Duarte will be approved or not 
($300 million, a third of Washington's contributions to Latin America, have been 
requested), Yankee military leaders are finishing up their preparations for in- 

creasing the presence of "advisers" in the land of Farabundo Marti, as Director 

of Assistance and Security in the Pentagon Gen James H, Ahmann admitted, 


But this was not an isolated statement, Larry Speakes, assistant spokesman for 
the President, noted that “under certain circumstances" Reagan might send units 
charged with shoring up the battered Christian Democratic junta, 


During a hearing before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig refused to rule out a Marine landing and also suggested that cer- 
tain Latin-American armies would probably provide aid for such a plan, 


Possible appeal to the Inter-American Reciprocal Assistance Treaty (TIAR) — 
traditionally interventionist on the continent, as was the case with the Dominican 
Republic — is contemplated in the bylaws of the recently created Central—American 
Democratic Commmity, founded in San Jose, Costa Rica, by that country, Honduras 
and, precisely, El Salvador, 


Washington is waiting for the green light from the American Congress to shape the 
Salvadoran situation in accordance with the views of the fascist elements grouped 
about Reagan, 


If that institution accepts the latter's "certification" to the effect that human 
dignity is being respected in that nation, certainly direct intervention will be 
postponed in exchange for a massive shipment of planes, helicopters, tanks, 
machine guns, rifles and other equipment, still with the illusion of annihilating 
the rebels, 


As Central-American problems are of priority interest for the administration, 
steps — not free of hysteria — are being taken, designed to turn the region into 
a second Vietnam, 


This is the specter raised by various U,S, senators and citizens who have launched 
a campaign designed to keep the country from being involved in such an adventure 
beyond its borders, 


hot long ago the former American ambassador in San Saivador, Robert White, assert- 
ed that "none of the members of Reagan's Cabinet is aware of the real situation 
in Central America and this ignorance is very hard to overcome when it is combined 
with ideology," 


Such ineptitude assumes dangerous proportions in the midst of the warlike behavior 
typical of current U.S, policy, Faced with this reality, the American Congress 
and people may check the expansionist zeal of a president in whom, as everyone has 
just substantiated, it is impossible to have confidence,

Western Army Meeting

[Text] "This Second Western Army UJC [Union of Young Communists] Conference has been 
characterized by its excellent organization and the depth of the speeches."

In salute to the 23rd anniversary vf the triunph of the revolution and the 129th 
anniversary of the birth of our Nétional Hero, Jose Marti, the second conference 
fulfilled its objectives. It made an exhaustive: and integral analysis of the in- 
ternal life and work done by the organization -s part of the main tasks and missions 
assigned to the units. Delegates to the Fourth UJC Congress and nominees for mem- 
bership in the National Committee of the organization were also elected. 


The conference was presided over by: Col Carlos Lezcano Perez, chief of staff of 
the Western Army; Lt Col Juan Luis Charon Duarte, political section chief of the 
Western Army; Brig Gen Giraldo Mora Orozco; all alternate members of the Central 
Committee of the party; other FAR officers; Soviet specialists; and other guests. 


One paragraph of the summary of the Main Report stated: "The UJC takes to heart 
the words of our commander in chief, Fidel Castro, at the closing of the Second CDR 
[Committees for the Defense of the Revolution] Congress. His guidelines enable us 
to carry out a conscious savings policy and reaffirm our strong conviction that the 
FAR and the people will live with their revolution or will perish to the last man 
or woman for the revolution." 


The summary of the report was read by Capt Pedro Batista Perez, chief of the West- 


ern Army UJC subsection. It critically and self-critically covered the accomplish- 
ments and problems of the 2 years of work in internal life, ideological work, 
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combat training and readiness, education, maintenance, care and preservation of 
technology and armaments, discipline and living conditions. 


The results of the evaluation were positive in all aspects and showed progress com- 
pared to the same period last year. In the internal life, the important aspects in- 
Cluded planning better work methods to support the main tasks and missions. Plan- 
ning the work of the organizations has improved by focusing on supporting combat and 
political training, ideological work, military discipline and the care, maintenance, 
preservation and use of technology and armaments.

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DAAFAR Meeting

[Text] The Second Conference of the UJC in DAAFAR [Antiaircraft Defense and Revolu- 
tionary Air Force] could not have been held on a better date--the 129th anniversary 
of the birth of Jose Marti. 


Once more the teachings of the National Hero, his wise sayings, his good judgment 
and his intransigence served as a guide for this combative youth to find the way, 
as he himself would say, to "go to what has been born: to create, to raise." 


Some 260 delegates elected by the base organizations met in the auditorium of the 
I™ [Institute of Military Technology] to evaluate 3 years of untiring work, ana- 
lyze the fulfillment of agreements and resolutions critically and elect representa- 
tives to the Fourth UJC Congress as well as nominees for membership in the National 
Committee.

to come. 


In the FAR, fulfillment of this guideline means not only economy in material and hu» 
man resources of every type but, as a result of efficiency in all areas, increased 
mobilizational and combat readiness. 


It means increasing to the maximum the levels of demand, organizing in detail all 
the work and control mechanisms, acquiring work methods and styles that are not rou- 
tine, incessantly taking initiatives for economy in every material resource and 
achieving the greatest effectiveness in political-ideological work with the 
personnel.

REPORTAGE ON NATIONAL REPAIR, SPARE PARTS FORUM 
Havana VERDE OLIVO in Spanish 11 Feb 82 pp 10-13

[Text] A little more than 20 years from the first time our workers were asked to 
fight a hard battle to produce the necessary spare parts for the good progress of 
national industry, representatives from the entire country met from 1 to 3 February 
for the First National Forum on Manufacture and Recovery of Spare Parts. 


The voice of the Heroic Warrior, Com Ernesto Guevara, filled the Palacio de las Con- 
venciones at the beginning of the meeting. His words, spoken at the First Produc- 
ticn Meeting on 27 August 1961 when he was minister of industry, carried to more 
than 600 delegates and guests the call made to the workers to face the problems 
caused by the imperialist blockade and construct the parts and machines required 

for our development. 


On that occasion, Che stated: "Naturally, we still have to do more. We have to 
crzate new models of machines and become an industrial country but we have to go 
step by step." 


This forum summarizes the work done by thousands of men and women to solve many 
problems to reduce imports and replace them with national production. It is an im- 
portant step in the progress toward a superior economy. 


The figures contained in the Main Report presented by Marcos Lage, minister of the 
steelworking industry, show this. The estimated value of production of spare parts 
in 1981 totaled 118,432,600 pesos. The plan for this year is 168,381,200 pesos. 


Although production levels did not reach the desired ievels, they increased 32 per- 
cent in value last year compared to 1980. This should be even more in 1982 since 
production of spare parts will increase 40 percent compared to 1981 which demon- 
strates the serious steps being taken in this direction. 


In its introduction, the report pointed out the work done by the National Committee 
for Spare Parts established on 22 January 1981 by initiative of Pedro Miret Prieto, 
member of the Politburo of the party. Ways to ensure the desired objectives in- 
Cluded the incorporation of the masses of workers and technicians in a movement 
that, using accumulated experience and knowledge, would solve the repair problems 
that the national economy faces. 
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Other aspects discussed were the basic results of the committee work on planning, 
statistics and economic stimulation. 


In planning, it was reported that, based on the importance of the constant increase 
of production of spare parts, JUCEPLAN [Central Planning Board] directed that the 
basic products of the 13 main productive organisms in the country in this sector be 
Standardized in the elaboration of the guideline figures for the 1982 production 
plan. 


Other points discussed in the Main Report were: rehabilitation of parts; technical- 
material guarantee; supply of technical information and means of production; analy- 
sis of demand; and introduction of new types of spare parts for agricultural and 
transportation equipment as well as for construction and industry. 


In its final section, the report indicated that the work done in spare parts has 
been positive. In the future, there will be new and more solid progress with the 
participation of all the productive organisms as well as the CTC [Central Organiza- 
tion of Cuban Trade Unions] and the workers, all under the direction of our commu- 
nist party. 


During the discussion of the Main Report--which was unanimously approved--there 
were 83 speeches by delegates, characterized by their objectiveness, common sense 
and love for work. 


The speech by comrade Isabel Montesinos, delegate from Granma Province, stood out. 
She pointed out the importance of planning the life span of the module since many 
times it does not correspond to reality. More parts are made than needed and some 
that can be made are imported. This requires technical documentation of the 
equipment. 


Other delegates spoke out to encourage preventive maintenance planning and control 
of part rotation for rehabilitation. 


Several speeches focused on the need to expand the supply of specialized publica- 
tions and training personnel in new technical branches. 


Committee Work 


During the forum, 100 proposals were discussed. They were selected after careful 
study from the many proposals presented during the preparatory stage in the 2,825 
assemblies held throughout the country by more than 96,000 workers. 


There were five committees to explain and analyze the proposals: forge, thermal 
treatment, welding and casting; patterns, dies, devices and tools; recovery and re- 
habilitation; design and technology of common spare parts; and design and technology 
of industrial spare parts. 


The technology of thermal treatment and the machining of transmission housings in 


military technology presented by FAR civilian worker Jorge Victores won second place 
among the works presented in Committee No. 1. 
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These housings made of an aluminum alloy receive thermal treatment to give them the 
necessary mechanical properties and then they are machined. All the tests done 
have yielded magnificent results. 


The proposals explained in Committee No. 2 included the design of a new knife tower 
for preprocessing centers created by engineer Pedro J. Rios Bellini of the Villa 
Clara MINAZ [Ministry of the Sugar Industry] Provincial Delegation. 


His innovation was to reinforce the structure to guarantee its rigidity and stabil- 
ity, adapting the equipment in such a way to adjust the chopping shafts in all dir- 
ections as well as to raise or lower the knives without moving the entire device, 
thus avoiding stopping everything in the preprocessing center when there is mixed 
cane. The savings achieved with its application in only nine preprocessing centers 
totals 27,000 pesos; if applied at the national level, the savings would be high. 


In the committee on recovery and rehabilitation, four of the seven proposals brought 
to the forum by the FAR were presented. These were: replacement of the reticulum 
and recovery of the reflectors on a rangefinder by technician Capt Antonio Lopez 
Aguilar; rehabilitation and recovery of flat optical parts presented by technician 
Filanena Guerra Sanchez; recovery methods for large cylinders using them as recipi- 
ents for chromium plating drawn up by civilian worker Celso Betancourt Rodriguez; 
and manufacture and recovery of spare parts for the recoil cylinder of a gun by ci- 
vilian worker Francisco Garcia Cabrera. ) 


All the work done by the committees could be called unsurpassable. The proposals 
were precise and profound, the delegates did not waste time and the discussions went 
on far into the night. More than 700 speeches led to about 100 general recommenda- 
tions, particularly concerning state work and organisms. 


The approved recommendations included extending planning mechanisms to avoid imports 
of spare parts that could be produced nationally and increased participation by 
ANIR [National Association of Innovators and Efficiency Experts] and the union move- 
ment in the solution of plans on the need for spare parts, especially in the area 
of freely convertible currency. 


There is no better description of the work done by the delegates than the one given 
by Heriberto Diaz Cepero, five times vanguard of the National Union of FAR Civilian 
Workers and recent recipient of the Jesus Menendez medal, who was on the jury of 

Committee No. 3. "These debates have been a magnificent lesson where we could see 
what the revolutionary, the communist, is capable of doing to develop his country." 


Satisfied with Results 


Commander in Chief Fidel Castro, first secretary of the Central Cammittee of the 
party and president of the Councils of State and Government, presided over the clo- 
sing of the forum. He presented certificates to the authors of the 15 best propo- 
sals chosen by a jury of 45 members (9 from each committee), people of great pres- 
tige and technical authority in the country. 


The delegates showed their endorsement of the emulations to support manufacture 
and rehabilitation of spare parts presented by the metallurgical, chemical industry, 
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mining and energy unions. The objectives are decreased imports, increased recovery 
of spare parts, maximum use Of installed capacity, active participation by ANIR in 
solutions and appropriate publicity of technical achievements. 


Pedro Miret, member of the Politburo of the party, gave the closing words at the 
forum. He said: "This forum is the culmination of a long stage initiated by the 
workers in revolutionary response to camrade Fidel's guidelines and the agreements 
of the Second Party Congress concerning spare parts." 


He stressed the impressive mobilization of the masses of workers and specialized 
technicians in this production, filled with a contagious combative and creative 
spirit. He called the scientific-technical ability of the working class unbelievable. 


In another part of his speech, he pointed out the need to place greater emphasis on 
the recovery of parts since this costs much less. He pointed out the work done in 
this direction by the FAR as well as the organization in this ministry of a defect 
test that shows to what degree the parts can be rehabilitated or must be manufactured. 


At the end, he said that the true conclusions are yet to be made. "You will make 
them, you turners and mechanics, pattern makers and millers, thermal workers, weld- 
ers and forgers, when you return to your factories and shops and apply the experi- 
ence that you have acquired throughout this process ending with this great forum. 
We know how far the sense of responsibility and the awareness of what comrade Fidel 
and the party expect from each one of you has penetrated." 


Parts for Defense 


Lt Col Luis Enrique Perez Rospide, a mechanical engineer with more than 12 years 
experience, presided over the jury in charge of discussions on recovery and rehabi- 
litation of parts. Concerning its work and FAR participation in the forum, he 
stated: "In our committee, 20 proposals were discussed. They showed a high tech- 
nical level and included principal repair methods. They also offered solutions to 
problems with complex and expensive spare parts. 


"The forum helped us a lot, not only because of the depth with which the problems 
were discussed but also the richness of the debates. For example, in our committee, 
87 speeches were made by delegates and about 6 by guests out of a total of 208 
participants. 


"The forum enriched everyone's experience and represents a great stimulus to the 
economy. We also believe that it has been held at the right time since one of the 
guidelines of the Second Party Congress is to decrease imports and guarantee spare 
parts so that the industrial and technical equipment of the country can be kept in 
perfect condition and can carry out the assigned missions. 


"The debates revealed that, along with the gigantic effort made throughout the 
country to manufacture parts, it is necessary to make a greater effort to increase 
demand in the use of the technical equipment. In other words, if there is one boiler 
in a factory, it must be well used. If there is one truck, it is indispensable 

that it be used appropriately according to its technical designation and require- 
ments. In this way, we will avoid having to repair it or use unnecessary parts be- 
cause of neglect or violations. 
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"In my opinion, these tasks are related: follow the policy of producing and reha- 
bilitating but insist on the economic and even educational need for correct use of 
the equipment. 


"In the FAR we have made progress in this direction and we hope to improve much 
more.° 


"We participated in the forum with a large group of officers and civilian workers 
who were in the union provincial delegations. 


"In the FAR the election process for candidates and proposals, as in the other or- 
ganisms of the country, began at the base and ended in September with a forum of 
all the Industrial Military Enterprises where about 100 proposals were discussed 
and the 10 best ones were selected. 


"The works presented by the FAR at this national meeting had the basic objective of 
solving common problems of the national economy. 


"FAR representatives participated actively in all the committees. Although our pro- 
posals might not have a major economic effect as others with national repercussions 
might, they do present an important social element, the role that they play in the 
defense of the fatherland. 


"We believe that this forum has provided the opportunity to bring together a large 
number of distinguished skilled workers, technicians and engineers to give solutions 
to the problem of spare parts. When they return to their respective production cen- 
ters, they will have a broader knowledge of achievements and what still needs to be 
done." 


Building the Future 


Engineer Lt Luis Manuel Torrecillas Rodriguez had the honor--with Isabel Montesinos 
--of accompanying veteran worker Carlos Alba Ramirez, oldest delegate and one of the 
50 most distinguished innovators in the country, to the podium. He proposed the 
first agreement approved designating Commander in Chief Fidel Castro and Heroic War- 
rior Ernesto Che Guevara as honorary chairmen of the forum. 


These three comrades beautifully symbolized the participation of women and the con- 
stant battle of production and defense that our people fight. 


Torrecillas indicated: "This was a great honor that I must share with the other FAR 
representatives since they all had the same qualifications. I am especially proud 
of the opportunity I had to meet a comrade like Alba who, at such an advanced age 
(75) and with 59 years of experience, has made valuable contributions to the na- 
tional econony."™ 


Luis Manuel, one of the youngest delegates at the forum, began his studies at the 


Camilo Cienfuegos Military School at the age of 13. He went on to study mechanical 
engineering in the USSR. 
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He told us: "I began to work at the Emilio Barcenas Military Industrial Enterprise 
4 years ago. Here I became involved in the recovery and manufacture of spare parts, 
the assimilation of new products and innovation." 


He has participated in transformation of insufficient and discontinued intermediate 
swaybars, the rehabilitation of swaybar supports, extremely complex technology and 
the creation of devices for the repair of wheel systems. 


He also contributed to the transformation of hydraulic shock absorbers and improve- 
ments in the mounting and testing of transmission accessories for military techno- 
logy. He has worked on the technological projects to construct a machine shop, tool 
shop, thermal treatment and forge for the production of discontinued spare parts. 


Torrecillas is an example of what our youths are capable of doing when they face 
difficulties aggressively, when they accept the challenge to build the future.

EASTERN ARMY HYDROPONIC FARM ACTIVITIES NOTED

[Text] Tomatoes this size! When they first told me, I did not believe it. Looking 
at the size marked by their hands, my astonishment and interest in learning the 
source of such beautiful vegetables grew. 


Perhaps the reader of this article might think that I am exaggerating. Fortunately, 
this is not true. To get an idea about what is happening, it is necessary to visit 
the hydroponic produce area of the agricultural-livestock production farm of an 
Eastern Army unit. 


About 4 months ago, we reported on the hydroponic construction work on that farm. 
At that time, they were about to finish the first half unit which is now in full 
productive development. 





The first tomatoes of the Floradel variety are already growing. A little more 
than 45 days after planting, they are already unexpectedly large. 


The planted area is about 0.5 hectares with an initial sowing of 14,750 plants. 
Anyone who saw the beginning of this work last November when a small group of men 
tried to finish the project on the planned date would be surprised to see the pano- 
rama now. Simply stated, the landscape has changed substantially. 


"Not only the landscape!" Juan Cardet, a young Camagueyan who is a specialist in 
this type of construction, stated happily. 


"The variety and quality of the food offered to the soldiers in the dining rooms 
of this unit are beginning to improve. You can see the tomato crop growing and 
the troops have already eaten lettuce from those same 'canteros.'" 

We asked: "Is that possible?" 

"Well, we did it experimentally and it worked. In the center of the 'cantero' 


where there are no tomato plants or other vegetables planted, another type of pro- 
duce can be planted that will not affect the main crop....It works!" 
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"All this is interesting and new. How is it possible for plants to germinate, de- 
velop and produce so efficiently in an area of cement and granite?" 


We received part of the answer from hydroponics itself. 


"Every 2 hours water runs for 15 minutes through the 'canteros' that you saw. It 
contains the chemical elements that give the plants enough food to guarantee their 
best development and growth." 


Sinecio Alberto Munder, plant health technician who takes care of the hydroponic 
system, stated this and added: 


"The chemical elements in the water include potassium nitrate, ammonium nitrate, 
copper sulfate, manganese, zinc and iron as well as sulfuric acid and nitric acid." 


"When is this crop harvested?" we asked since almost all the workers of the center 
were around us. 


"We plan to begin this month," said Marcos Campis, farm chief. 

"How much do you think you will harvest?" 

"Between 700 and 800 quintals." 

"Are you going to use the area for a single product or are there other plans?" 


"Based on the experience of combining lettuce and tomatoes in a single ‘cantero,' 
we plan to continue expanding that initiative and encourage the cultivation of cu- 
cumbers and other produce." 


The day we toured the hydroponic installations, tests began in the half unit that, 
with the one already in production, completes the first area formed by two units. 
In the second part, the initial steps are being taken to prepare the land and build 
the "canteros." 


Concerning organization and formation of the workers' collective to take care of 
the productive unit, they are trying to create the necessary conditions to develop 
good work. There are not many--five women and three men. 


The first employees came to the hydroponic farm about 3 months ago. 


The union section plays an important role in supporting the activity of the center. 
Jose Pupo, secretary general of the organization, told us: 


"The hydroponic work is new for all of us but it is not complex. We have had to 
train ourselves for the labor specialty that this place requires. The union sec- 
tion is new and almost all the small collective is young and enthusiastic. In each 
activity, they show their desire to help achieve success in hydroponics." 


Pupo continued: "They have done volunteer work when necessary to aid the construc- 
tion of the productive units. We also dedicate some tasks to the 10th WFTU Congress." 
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Pupo mentioned a group of distinguished workers in the socialist emulation that 
has been going on since the beginning. He said that Berta Cabrera and Ramona Al- 
varez were fulfillers in this quarter but the rest, without exception, played a de- 
cisive role. 


He added: "I believe the work done by comrade Orlando Gonzalez should be pointed 

out. He is a specialized technician in vegetable growing and is in charge of this 
area Of the farm. Thanks to his concern and interest, our training has been gra- 
dually consolidated and the center takes on the qualities included in its objectives." 


The dialogue was interrupted by a gracious invitation from Berta, Reynelsa and Ra- 
mona. They felt this first crop was an important part of their contribution to hy- 
droponic development. They wanted us to see the results of their patient work with 
the plants. They did it with great attention and devotion or, in their ow words, 
"with love and care." 


These comrades have spent many days clearing weeds from the "canteros," stripping 
plants of suckers and tying them up. Without question, this work is part of the 
pesitive results achieved. This fully justifies the enthusiasm and joy that they 
show each time they speak of hydroponics. 


However, the hydroponic work does not end there. With the completion of the parts 
of the units, a building for a laboratory and offices is being constructed. Areas 
are also being adapted for the basic rules of safety and hygiene. 


In other words, this Eastern Army unit has enthusiastically undertaken creation of 
an agricultural-livestock production farm to encourage the internal consumption of 
different agricultural products. It is a good way to improve troop nutrition and, 
therefore, living conditions.

[Text] Bogota, 20 Feb--"The guerrilla war in El Salvador has started to become 
a positional war," said guerrilla leader Ramon Ortega, leader of the Dolores-Ardon 
front active in North Cabanas near the Honduran border. 


“We have left the stage of constant movements in the war. The position of the front 
has now become fixed. The FMLN [Farabundo Marti Liberation Front] is defending 

its strategic positions and the government army is not strong enough to hurt us," 
Commandante Ramon said. “But," he added, "the government forces are by no means 
finished yet. 


"It is true that the government's army has better arms and equipment than the 
FMLN, but a guerrilla war is not won with good arms and equipment, winning a war 
principally requires well-motivated and well-trained soldiers," Ramon said. 


According to Ramon Ortega the government's army which consists of the National 
Guard, the police force, the security police, various paramilitary organizations 


and the army, is not able to keep up more than one offensive at a time despite 
its great strength." 


"The government forces are constantly being moved from front to front. This 

gives added strength to our assertions that it is a war-tired army we are fighting. 
We have caused considerable losses in the government army's ranks and this is also 
true of the Atlacatl Batallion, which was trained in the United States. There 

are fewer and fewer of them every time we fight them." 


The guerrilla leader does not consider that there is any sort of military deadlock 
situation in El Salvador. 


"The popular base, which the war against the regime has long had, means that it 
is perhaps possible to say that there is tactical deadlock. But strategically 
the FMLN has a great advantage. You could say that in the area of military 
Strategy we are superior to the government army. 
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"For example, we have our own arms factories, where a large number of workers and 
peasants produce everything from rifles to bombs. The regime is under great 
pressure at present, and this makes it dangerous for the civilian population of 
El Salvador. The junta is using force against the civilian population to weaken 
the guerrilla movement," Ortega said. 


Ortega also said that the regime is trying to legitimize itself through the elec- 
tion it has called for 28 March. But the election will have completely the oppo- 
site effect. The Salvadoran people are organized and fully aware it is the United 
States which is behind the election. 


Ortega also told me that the guerrillas are making use cf the experiences of the 
Vietnamese guerrillas during the war against the United States. In the areas 
controlled by the FMLN protective shelters have been built for the population. 

The shelters are built to withstand 1,000-kilo bombs. The FMLN has also mined its 
areas in collaboration with the local population.

It 
said that in 1980, the in- 
dustrial performance of the 
sugar industry wes much 
better than in 1981. It ex- 
plained that 276 strikes in 
1980 resuited in the industry 
lasing 60 583 man-days and 
workers losing $1,08 million 
in wages. . 

In the bauxite industry, 
there was a total of 18 strikes 
in 19881 one more than there 
was in 1980. In addition 
during 1981, work stoppages 
resuited in a loss of 7 003 
man-days compared with the 
426 man-days lost in 1980. 

Other areas of economic 
activity recorded a deciine in 
work stoppages: last year 
moving from 40 in 1980 to 18 
in 1981. The number of 
workers involved aiso 
showed a decine from 4 663 
in 1980 to 1 208 in 1981.

FRENCH AID WITH GOLD--The setting up of a "gold-based" project in the North 
West District with assistance from the French Government was discussed re- 
cently between officials :f a visiting French geology team and senior person- 
nel of the Ministry of Economic Planning and Vinance and the Ministry of 
Energy andMines.

PPP TORTURE CHARGES--Georgetown, Sun (CANA)--The youth arm of Guyana's main 
Opposition People's Progressive Party (PPP) has charged that members of the 
Police Special Branch detained several of its members’ two weeks ago, and 
tortured two of them to force them to give false confessions tv last month's 
burning of the Enmore Estate Spares Bond. The Progressive Youth Organisation 
(PYO) also called on Police authorities to investigate the cases and "bring 

the tortures to justice."" In a weekend statement, the PYO said "one of the 
arrested was placed naked to kneel on an ants nest, and kept there till he 

was bitten all over, then sprayed with a mixture of gasoline and disinfec- 

tant to create a terrific blazing effect." It added that another member also 
had ants thrown into his cell, a gun cocked and placed at the back of his head, 
and was tied to a post with a belt around his neck. The PYO said it condemned 
"the savage brutality meted out to its members, and denounced the brazen 
attempt by the regime's bully boys to falsely implicate our members in acts 

for which only the regime and its agents can be guilty. Attorney at luw Anthony 
Singh, who obtained the release of Sahadeo Pooran and Bejai Kumar from Police 
custody on January 28, told CANA he took the two to see Minister of Home 
Affairs, Stanley Moore, the next morning. Minister Moore said he saw the young 
men and sent them for a medical examination at Georgetown Hospital. He was 
promised an investigation into the cases.

BURNHAM ON CORRUPTION--The courts of Guyana have been called upon to inflict 
proper penalties for offences involving corruption. The President of the 
Cooperative Republic of Guyana has said that if proper punishment is not 
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handed down, the Law will be changed to make imprisonment compulsory for 
offenses involving corruption. President Forbes Burnham said this when 
addressing the PNC Regional Conference at Bladen Hall, East Coast Demerara. 
Sunday on the topic "Corruption and Waste." Stressing that corruption had 
to stop, he added, "The courts ought to understand since corruption is a 
concept, that proper penalties ought to be handed down. "And if they don't 
we'll change the law to make imprisonment compulsory." When that happens, he 
said, the criminals would be made to produce. He disclosed that so far 
Guyana had three prisons without bars, plus Mazaruni, and the inmates were 
making an excellent contribution to the agricultural thrust. The President 
declared, "We've got to reduce corruption to the minimum wherever it rears 
its head. It is wasteful and diverts material resources in many cases into 
illicit consumption and illegal transferences of foreign exchange out of the 
country. "It is not merely a question of its being wrong in itself, but it 
is also wrong in terms of the deleterious effect which it can have on the 
economy,'' President Burnham remarked.

ACTION URGED TO STOP COMMUNISM IN NICARAGUA 
PA260150 Tegucigalpa Voz De Honduras Network in Spanish 1145 GMT 25 Feb 82 
[Commentary by Moises de Jesus Ulloa Duarte] 


[Text] Certain governments, including a number of Latin American regimes, have 
tried to maintain a policy of rapprochement and cooperation with Nicaragua's 
Sandinist regime in the hope that the revolutionary commanders would change the 
Marxist course of their revolution toward a pluralist and democratic system, 

as they promised before gaining power. 





Despite increasingly clear evidence that the Managua regime is making an increas- 
ingly serious commitment to and intensifying its identification with the Soviet 
Union's hegemonic interests, governments such as those of Herrera Campins in 
Venezuela continued harboring the hope of witnessing some significant change in 
the commanders’ policy once they realized their country's serious economic and 
geopolitical situation. It has even been said that serious discrepancies exist 
among the current Sandinist rulers, that not all of them are Marxists and that not 
everything is lost in Nicaragua. The U.S. Government itself has always been 
willing to listen to the views of the U.S. politicians who periodically visit the 
area with a desire more to make a proselytizing campaign than to help find practi- 
cal solutions and who have been playing along with Managua's Marxist regime. 


All means of peaceful persuasion to make the commanders abandon Marxism and to 
make them form part of the West's democratic world once again have thus been 
exhausted. Everything has been useless and the efforts made in that direction 
have been fruitless. The Nicaraguan Government is Marxist-Leninist and sub- 
servient to Moscow's dictates and interests. 


The reasons for asserting the above without a trace of doubt are more numerous 
each day and can be easily verified. The Sandinist commanders give no evidence 
of seeking a pluralist policy for Nicaragua. Typical communist-government actions 
can be witnessed daily in that country: Property and production means are confis- 
cated; political prisoners number in he thousands; newspapers and radio stations 
are closed down; and something very serious is happening lately that brings to 
mind the well-publicized genocides committed by Josef Stalin. In the days 
following what they fallaciously called their victory, the Sandinists told their 
visitors that they were the world's most generous revolutionaries concerning 
their opponents because there had been no executions after that victory. 
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Apparently, that story was swallowed only by Mr Mitterrand and his Foreign 
Minister Cheysson--and of course, by that unpredictable gentleman, Jose Lopez 
Portillo. However, Jose Esteban Gonzalez, president of the Nicaraguan Human 
Rights Commission; and Steadman Fagoth, leader of the Miskito Organization, 
Miskito, Sumu, Rama Sandinist Unity; have told the world that that is a big lie. 
Gonzalez has provided evidence that he has discovered a number of secret common 
graves where the Sandinists buried their victims. Now the world is learning with 
horror about the genocide committed in Nicaragua against the Miskito Indians on 
the Nicaraguan Atlantic coast and on the Honduran border. The two Nicaraguan 
leaders have had to abandon their country because their lives are in danger. The 
Sandinist mobs, which Tomas Borge has cynically called divine, are in charge of 
implementing revolutionary justice. This is merely the expression of savage 
fanaticism to conceal the obscure designs of the Marxist regime that unluckily 
managed to take over Nicaragua by means of a deception that still engulfs certain 
governments. 


It still remains to be seen to what extent those governments can convince them 
selves about the developments in Nicaragua. The evidence of the human rights 
violations are overwhelming. An action to put a stop to the threat of communist 
expansion in Latin America and its nucleus, Nicaragua, must be adopted at inter- 
national organizations such as the OAS and the United Nations. There is no longer 
any excuse for any government to continue looking the other way in the face of the 
abuses committed against human dignity. Until now, these have been valid only 
when reportedly committed against the members of rebel movements, but they are 
neither human nor violations when perpetrated against those who defend democracy 
and institutionality. 


However, there are some encouraging signs because even the Socialist International 
is now refusing to share in the Sandinists’ comradeship. This, by the way, has 
turned out to be a surprise for the rest of the world. It is high time true 
democracy is set in motion and quickly takes action against communism in Nicaragua 
and everywhere else in the world.

RUSH ASSESSES TASKS FACING ‘PROGRESSIVE FORCES’ IN HONDURAS 
Moscow LATINSKAYA AMERIKA in Russian No 12, Dec 81 pp 51-57

of Honduras Rigoberto Padilla Rush by a LATINSKAYA AMERIKA correspondent, in _ 
February 1981; place not specified: "The New Stage of the Struggle in Honduras"/ 


/Text/ General Secretary of the Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party of Honduras Rigoberto Padilla Rush in an interview with 
our correspondent in February 1981 told about the situation in the 
country and the tasks facing the progressive forces at the present 
stage. 


/Question/ What is characteristic of the domestic political situation of the coun- 
try in the recent period? 


/Answer/ Our country was at the very center of a mighty maelstrom of events which 
have been shaking Central America. We are under the enormous influence of the 
revolution in Nicaragua, the armed struggle in El Salvador and the partisan war in 
Guatemala. 


Honduras is going through a most severe crisis which, as in other Latin American 
countries, in the economic sphere is being accompanied by rampant, uncontrollable 
inflation. The cost of living is increasing from day to day. Moreover, the coun- 
try is annually paying 120-130 million lempira for purchased petroleum. We import 
crude oil from Venezuela, refine it at our refineries, but the prices for petroleum 
products are increased approximately every 3 months. These expenses consume nearly 
a third of the state budget. The level of unemployment is very high: of the eco- 
nomically active population of 750,000-800,000, 100,000-150,000 do not have work. 


In response to the worsening of the economic and social crisis the popular masses 
are rising to the struggle. The peasants are seizing the landed estates. When 
soldiers occupy these estates, the peasants temporarily leave them, but return 
again after the soldiers have left. In other words, some semblance of partisan 
operations of a permanent nature is occurring first in one place, then in another 
for the purpose of forcing the National Agrarian Institute to agree to such a step 
as the expropriation of vacant lands. 


Students and pupils are seizing the buildings of schools and the university. There 
were instances when with the support of some circles of the Catholic Church, which 
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is taking a very active part in the political life of Honduras, the buildings of 
churches were occupied. 


The changes in the position of the church are one of the significant facts attest- 
ing to the radicalization of the public. As is known, the official position of the 
Catholic Church in Honduras, in contrast to a number of other countries of the con- 
tinent, was very cautious. At present the situation is changing. Thus, for ex- 
ample, Monseigneur Santos states that the church should not hold itself aloof from 
social upheavals, should identify itself with the demands of the people and so on. 
This change is occurring owing to the position of those priests who are fighting 
shoulder to shoulder with the peasants and workers and are bearing all the burdens 
of persecutions, of those who were at the source of the Second Conference of the 
Latin American Episcopal Council in Medellin (1968) and signed the agreements in 
Puebla (1979). 


In recent years the progressive priests have undergone rigorous tests (in 1972-1974 
some of them were even killed). Now they have launched a mighty campaign of soli- 
darity and have organized the Committee of Solidarity With the Struggle of the Sal- 
vadoran People, are collecting money and distributing it among Salvarodan refugees, 
more than 30,000 of whom have found refuge on the territory of Honduras. 


The effect of the Nicaraguan revolution (I am not speaking of the influence of the 
Cuban revolution) on the mood and the struggle of the popular masses is enormous. 

In spite of the greater and greater pressure and brutal repressions on the part of 
the most reactionary forces of the army of Honduras, the people are ready to fight, 
using various forms of struggle, which often acquires the nature of armed resistance. 


/Question/ What changes in the economic and social relations in Honduras were made 
by the agrarian reform, on which great hopes were placed after the democratically 
minded military came to power in 1972? 


/Answer/ In answering this question, I would like to cite a very typical example-- 
the fate of the Isletas cooperative enterprise, which is well known throughout 
Central America. Its creation was an unmistakable achievement of the Honduran 
agrarian movement, a kind of peak of the agrarian transformations of the period of 
1972-1975, an example of a new type of cooperation. 


Isletas was an enterprise which was created on 72,000 hectares of land, which the 
government expropriated from the multinational corporation, Standard Fruit Company. 
The latter did not put up resistance, relying on the failure of the measure. The 
Communist Party and all the democratic forces (we especially emphasize this) re- 
solved to prove that Hondurans can themselves manage the land and natural resources 
belonging to them (on the condition, of course, that progressive forms of coopera- 
tion and labor would be found). 


Isletas united 1,200 people. In a few years this cooperative was able not only to 
put the land in order and to recover from the major losses caused by Hurricane Fifi, 
but also to prove to the owners of Standard Fruit that Hondurans are able to grow 
bananas even without the assistance of American specialists. Moreover, on the 
chance that Standard Fruit, which engaged in the sale of the finished product, would 
refuse to accept the bananas of Isletas, cereal crops began to be produced. The 
cooperative was the economic base of the state company Cobana, the largest state 
producer of bananas, and turned into a profitable enterprise. But at the same time 
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middlemen of various sorts, representatives of the senior officers, who demanded 
their share, began to hang around Isletas, and against the will of its members it 
became for some a source of illegal gain. This provoked protests of the share- 
holders. 


The conilict intensified, and in 1976 the lands of the cooperative were occupied by 
soldiers. The members of Isletas along with the shareholders of other cooperatives 
of the region of Bajo Aguan organized a huge strike, demanding that they be granted 
the right of self-management. A wave of protest rolled through all of Latin Amer- 
ica. The democratic government made public all the past abuses, which led to its 
new occupation. As a result of the clash of peasants with soldiers many were 
killed, wounded and arrested. The government intended to keep the cooperative 
under military control, to eliminate self-management and to completely transform 
Isletas into the economic base of the government monopolistic company Cobana. 


Other cooperatives and trade unions also do not feel safe. Many figures are being 
arrested and subjected to inhuman tortures, to which they have not resorted for a 
long time now in Honduras. Lackeys, who are trained by Chilean carabineers and, 
so they say, representatives of Israeli and Argentine organizations and “"special- 
ists" of the Guatemalan "Mano Blanca," are engaged in tuis. Honduras is living in 
an atmosphere of violence, and this violence is becoming more and more the norm. 


Recently a document signed by all the leftist parties and the most significant 
organizations of the country was presented to the National Constituent Assembly. 
Alarm with regard to the increase in the country of legalized violence, the exten- 
sion of repressions, the increase of the number of instances of violation of human 
rights and the use of barbarian tortures against the executives of various organi- 
zations is expressed in it. Copies of this document were sent to Geneva, to the 
United Nations, to the Commission on Human Rights of the OAS and so on. 


As an example of the most brutal repressions in Honduras I wish to mention the fate 
of Rolando (Vindel), leader of the national trade unions, who is well known in the 
country. From prison (Vindel) was able to report that specially trained butchers 
had tortured him in a most refined manner. After the use of electricity his 

tongue was literally charred; they beat him brutally while handcuffed, used a so- 
called hood and so forth. Thus, the police of Honduras are resorting to the in- 
human methods which are being used in Chile and in El Salvador by the fascist 
butchers. 


/Question/ What are the place and role of the armed forces in the present politi-~ 
cal system of the country? 


[Answer/ Today we can no longer regard the armies of the Latin American countries 
as a simple tool of suppression in the hands of the ruling class. We should ap- 
proach them as kinds of stockholders of the society of the rich, as the co-users 
of the income of the ruling class, for they have themselves already become a part 
of this class. The army in practice has turned into an armed political party 
which, in Honduras for instance, is taking an active part in the elaboration of 
political decisions, "delegating" for this purpose representatives of the senior 
officers. 


At the same time it is impossible to consider the modern army, and we emphasize 
this fact, to be the only repressive institution. In the armed forces of our 
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country there are strata of servicemen who refuse to perform the function of sup- 
pression, hold quite sound views on the events in El Salvador and Nicaragua and 
believe that the army cannot and should not bind itself to any obligations with re- 
spect to the forces which, for example, in 1969 invaded our territory and violated 
our sovereignty. The soldiers and the officers belonging, as a rule, to the inter- 
mediate command personnel, who share such views, hold, in our opinion, a position 
becoming of patriots. We communists insist on the distinction of this category of 
servicemen because we do not consider the army to be a homogeneous organism. 


/Question/ What has changed in the country since the elections of 20 April 1980, 
which put an end to the undisguised government of the military? 


/Answer/ I will begin with the fact that we communists decided at that time not to 
take part in the elections, since we believed that they would not solve any of the 
problems facing the country. Other leftist forces, including the Christian Demo- 
crats, who until recently were included in the Honduran Patriotic Front, also took 
the same stand. The refusal to take part in the elections was also explained by 
the fact that a discriminatory law, which prohibits communists and representatives 
of leftist parties from standing for election, is in effect in the country. But the 
people participated in the voting. The fact that in such a small country as Hon- 
duras, the population of which numbers only 3.4 million, 1 million people (85 per- 
cent of those having the right to vote) came to the ballot boxes, in itself is 
Significant. Our stand, as life showed, was mistaken. Now, taking this lesson 
into account, we believe that it is impossible to underestimate the possibilities 
of such a form of struggle as the use of the election rostrum. 





As is known, the voters voted for candidates from the Liberal Party--they gained 
if not an absolute majority, still a majority of the votes. In any case it is 
clear that Hondurans voted against the National Party, which had compromised it- 
self by participating in the unpopular government of the military. A recently 
created party, which is called the Party of Renewal and National Unity, came out 
actively in the elections. Doctor M. (Andone) Fernandez heads it. 


In analyzing the results of the elections, we noted that the people had come out 
against the order existing in the country and for the solution of the difficulties, 
which the military governments had not been able to eliminate, in spite of the fact 
that during the period from 1972 to 1975 they had taken considerable efforts to 
improve the situation in the country. The program of social reforms, which had 
been worked out by them, had met with failure. The voters demanded changes and the 
return of the soldiers to the barracks. 


As a result of the election the National Constituent Assembly was created, in which 
a relative and unstable majority is in the hands of the party of the liberals. 
President General Paz Garcia, who has absolute executive power, opposes them. The 
National Constituent Assembly is drawing up a draft constitution. Its efforts to 
lend the new constitution if only a small hint of progressiveness are constantly 
being sabotaged by the reactionary groups. It is noteworthy how the liberal depu- 
ties themselves explain their intentions: "We will attempt to anticipate events, 
will create a constitution which is if only to a certain degree progressive, in 
order to forestall the revolution which may begin at any moment in Honduras. If 
we do not do this now, here, just as in El Salvador, Nicaragua and Guatemala, a 
revolutionary outburst will occur, and we will not surpress it." 
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/Question/ In February 1980 the Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of Honduras adopted a number of important decisions on the means and forms of 
the struggle of the popular masses. Could you dwell in more detail on these prob- 
lems? 


/Answer/ Latin American communists are continuing to seek a solution to all these 
problems. They are returning again and again to such old themes as the means of 
winning power and the forms of struggle. In this respect the Honduran communists 
have taken a step forward. Taking into consideration the traditions of our people 
and the peculiarities of the present class struggle, which is becoming more and 
more fierce, and taking into account the political blindness and the fatal limited- 
ness of the ruling classes, which are rejecting even negligible social changes and 
in a surge of bravery at the sight of the bellicosity of Reagan are theatening with 
reprisals the participants in any demonstration, are forming armed bands for the 
annihilation of communists and democrats and are persecuting even religious figures, 
the Communist Party has appealed to its members and the other democratic forces of 
the country to prepare to wage the struggle in all its forms. This does not mean 
that we support an immediate armed rebellion--that would be political adventurism. 
Our self-criticism in connection with the lessons of the elections is proof that 

we are not making a fetish of a single form of struggle. In former times we were 
not prepared to wage the struggle in all its forms and at times gave the initiative 
to other social forces, including the army. For us, the communists of Honduras, 
this was the most instructive lesson in recent years. 


/Question/ At the beginning of the interview you emphasized that Honduras is at 
the center of the maelstrom of revolutionary events in Central America. How do 
Honduran communists perceive the experience and lessons of the Nicaraguan revolu- 
tion and the struggle of the progressive forces of El Salvador? 


/Answer/ I would like to dwell on this in-more detail, since it is a fundamental 
question for all the communists and other democratic forces of our region. The 
communists of Honduras, just as all the communists of the countries of Central 
America and the Caribbean Basin, have repeatedly stated and repeated this at the 
Second Congress of the Communist Party of Cuba in Havana in December 1980 that the 
defense of the gains of the Nicaraguan revolution and the utmost moral and material 
support of the revolution in El Salvador are our primary duty. 


Just recently a political scandal, which was connected with the discovery on our 
territory of several batches of arms, which were intended, it was surmised, for 
Salvadoran partisans, broke out in our country. The government arrested tens of 
people, among whom were Salvadoran citizens, who were in our country on a mission 
of solidarity. In official statements it was reported that these arms had been 
delivered from Costa Rica and, perhaps, had been transported through Nicaraguan 
territory. Nevertheless the reaction attempted to strain the atmosphere in the 
country and to cast doubt on the actions of General Paz Garcia himself. Thus, for 
example, one Bogran, the commander of a battalion of Cucuyagua (this battalion is 
stationed in the western part of the country), stated directly that the time had 
come to settle accounts with the communists, since these arms had ostensibly come 
from Nicaragua and had been given by Cuba and the Soviet Union. We believe that 
our people have the same rights and reasons to express their solidarity to the 
people of El Salvador as does the Government of Honduras, which has forwarded 

18 trucks of arms to the neighboring country. 
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All these facts are directly interconnected with the propaganda, which is being con- 
ducted in the world and is being directed by the Reagan Administration, which is 
striving to present the Soviet Union as "the bulwark of terrorism," as a country 
which with the intercession of Cuba and Nicaragua is ostensibly exporting revolu- 
tion to the Central American countries. 


The Nicaraguan revolution is having, it seems to me, a most diverse influence on the 
situation in our country. For us it remains the most important historical and po- 
litical accomplishment after the Cuban revolution. The coming to power in Nicara- 
gua of the Sandinistan National Liberation Front is the greatest lesson for us all. 
The revolution overthrew Somoza--one of the pillars of imperialist domination in 
Central America--who had interfered in the affairs of other countries of the region. 
The possibility of destroying a powerful repressive machine was shown with all 
clarity. The overthrow of the bloody tyranny of Somoza became a reality owing to 
the merging of all the revolutionary and democratic fcrces in a united front, as a 
result of the overcoming of differences and the working out of a common goal. The 
Nicaraguan revolution demonstrated the possibility of overcoming the crisis of 
state and political institutions at the stage of the popular democratic revolution. 


That in literally 1 year the country has been able to stand on its feet and at 
present is exerting all efforts for the restoration of the economy, which the 
Somoza regime had brought to the verge of catastrophe, is another extremely impor- 
tant fact. Today Nicaragua is gaining strength and is already achieving signifi- 
cant economic gains. In the country the problem of supplying the population with 
agricultural products has been solved, Nicaraguans are working tirelessly on the 
restoration of the enterprises which were destroyed as a result of the barbarian 
bombing attacks of Somoza's aircraft. 


The peoples of the countries of Central America have before them a model to imitate. 
This is infuriating the ruling classes, which are sensing the approach of the end 
and therefore are mobilizing Cuban counterrevolutionaries and the undestroyed 
fighters of Somoza, with the assistance of the CIA and the Pentagon are training 
them, arming them and preparing them for new attacks on Nicaragua. And today the 
country is living under the threat of direct intervention. On our part, we have re- 
peatedly stated the danger threatening the Nicaraguan revolution, using for this 
purpose all the means of exposure, which we have available. 


The same danger also threatens the Salvadoran revolutionaries. We know about the 
concentration of the forces of mercenaries in Florida, about the movements of 
American warships and aircraft, and not only in the Caribbean Sea, but also in the 
Pacific Ocean, in the region of the Golfo de Fonseca, where the borders of Honduras, 
El Salvador and Nicaragua meet. Incidents on the border between Honduras and Nicara- 
gua, the goal of which is to stir up war hysteria, to deceive the public of the 
Central American countries, to poison the consciousness of the Honduran people and 
to bring the matter to the point of war--a war which neither our people nor the 
Honduran communists want--occur practically every day. I believe that in this 
situation the exposure of these facts, the active defense of the Nicaraguan revolu- 
tion and effective solidarity with the revolutionaries of El Salvador and Guatemala 
should become the greatest international duty of all communists.

[Excerpt] [(Quezada)] There is no justification for the alarming rate of people 
holding weapons. We are convinced that the more weapons unknown people have, 
the more crimes will be committed. This does not mean that all the people who 
have weapons are acting illegally or committing crimes; however, there is much 
carelessness in the care of weapons and their safety. 


We are concerned because these same weapons could fall into the hands of undesir- 
able people who could use them for other purposes. 


{ believe that as soon as we implement this policy of general disarmament, portions 
of the country's crime rate will drop. In addition, I believe that by collecting 
weapons at all levels, there will no longer be a fear and a need for others to 
have weapons. Thus, I feel that this policy serves two purposes. 


I am convinced that, although weapon licenses can be issued to people with good 
and honest reputations, there is no legal justification tc allow wndesirable 
people to hold weapons that they can use to commit crimes. 


[Question] What is the truth about charges of corruption in the police and 
traffic departments? What will the Public Security Forces [FUSEP] do to end this 
wave of corruption? 


[Answer] This has been a constant criticism for a long time. How true is this? 
Well, we would have to thoroughly analyze the problem. Although we don't argue 
that there could be isolated cases of this corruption you mention, it is also 
true that there is more honesty in FUSEP now. Therefore, we want to have the 
people's constant support in order to eradicate this problem that hurts the good 
name and history of honesty and efficiency in FUSEP.

Strategies undertaken by the Government to

“We now have to —— adjust the direction 
of the economy so that instead of continuing to be 
protected by various devices such as quantitive restric- 
tions and other barriers, it will be mobilized for the 
external market,” he said. 


Protective devices 

The home market was very small, and if industrial 
capabilities were restricted to the home market the 
amount of employment created would be limited and 
foreign-exchange earning would be restricted. 

“In the 1960s, we pursued a strategy of an industri- 
al base created against the background of quantitive 
restrictions and other protective devices which would 
allow that base to have an expanded market”, he 


said. “But once industries have had the experience, 
new strategies must be employed.” 

Mr. “—p said the framework behind these strate- 
gies was the twin concept of a parliamentary demo- 
cratic system and a market system which rewardes pri- 
vate initiative. E 

“Because these are parts of an equation of econom- 
ic development not much attention is paid to them 
or, if they are not taken for granted, various ideolo- 
aes bogies are erected around the strategies of stimu- 
ation,” he said.

“We have to structurally readjust the direction of 
the economy so that the industrial experience gained 
in the first phase set in 1960 can be directed to the 
second phase to be implemented.

Guard service is awaiting returns from Police divisions 
with their recommendations as to which Home Guards 
they deem fit to carry on, the spokesman said. 


Records 


The records of the men would be most important in 
helping to determine those who would be recommend- 
ed to be kept on, he said. 

The spokesman could give no indication as to the 
number of Home Guards whose licences would be 
revoked, but the Gleaner understands that the figure 
could be as high as three — quarters of the over 8,000 
men appointed. 

The Gleaner was unable to determine yesterday the 
official reason for dissolving the National tome Guard 
Movement which was established in October 1973. 

Political militia 

The Jamaica Labour Party, then in opposition, said 
it was being set up as a political militia.

"From what was found at the camp, we believe it was a communist/terrorist hide- 
out where gunmen were being trained," a senior Police officer at the scene 
told the GLEANER yesterday. 


Shot dead were: Harvey Dyer, 28, a police constable attached to the Port An- 
tonio station, on suspension, pending investigations into certain illegal 
activities he allegedly was engaged in, and Angie Williams, also of a Portland 
address. 


The identities of the two men held were withheld by the Police as they are to 
face identification parades. The police spokesman on the scene yesterday from 
High Command in Kingston told the GLEANER "We have heard about these happen- 
ings in Portland, a camp, but we couldn't find the place. We have found it 
now, and what we found there have confirmed reports that it was a communist/ 
terrorist camp for the training of gunmen." 


Weapons Found 


The police raid recovered an M-16 rifle, ammunition for .38 calibre and 9 mm 
guns, two walkie talkies, three army uniforms, and a medicine kit among other 
things. | 


A civilian on the Police operation told the GLEANER: 


"Well, its about three years they have been about now. Three cows they steal. 
But this last one on Friday we decide, with Police, to find them. We go into 
the hills. It was rough runnings, at one stage another of us say "it don't 
make sense," but we carry on. 


"Then all of a sudden we hear talking and laughing, we know it is not us be- 
cause we wouldn't make any noise, so we creep up.” 
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Policeman Guard 


They climbed up a hill and found a camp with a hill and hut with provisions 
and bed, "but another camp was at another hill nearby. They then crept up to 
this camp which the sounds were coming from. 





"We come up on it. We see a man sitting with an M-16 rifle and when he saw 
us coming he opened fire. We fire back and drop two, and hold one. Two 
others escaped." 


As it turned out, suspended Constable Dyer was the gunman on sentry duty. He 
was the first to die. Williams was the other in the shoot-out. 


After the shoot-out, a Army helicopter yesterday morning hovered over the death 
scene but could not recover the bodies. Because of the rugged terrain, the 
bodies could not be brought down by land. 


At press time last night, another attempt was being made by the helicopter 
to retrieve the bodies as the police had chopped out of the thick bushes an 
area for the helicopter to land. 


A policeman on death watch over the bodies told the GLEANER yesterday: "The 
mountain high. John Crow fly below. When it was night, pure mist even though 
full moon. Whole heap a mosquito." 


Beds and Beef 


A report from a member of the party which reached the camp said: "After the 
shoot-out, we find it was two camps. We burn one. We leave the other one as 
the bodies were there. The one we didn't burn was because it had a bed can 
hold about eight and is that we keep vigii on through the night." 


Members of the raiding party said the camps were well equipped. Both camps 
had sleeping beds made from "trumpet" trees with huts covered by "thatch." 
Food and clothing were there. There was even a pit latrine. 


A cow killed was "jerked" and "corned," parts hung up, some in a barrel and 
other parts in a cave. 


A pail filled with ganja seeds was also seen. Cuban coins and a kitbag with 
writing in Spanish gn it were also found. So was which one of the Security 
men described as "Communist literature." A Porilsnd citizen said that since 
the last General Election the parish had been under a "reign of terrorism." 
A police spokesman added that five murders had been committed plus other 
crimes, in "this normally quiet area." 


A police Information Centre news release on the Portland operation yesterday 
said: "Sequel to the police operations on the John Crow Mountains (where the 
shoot-out occurred) was an earlier raid in the San San area where three men 
were arrested yesterday morning (Wednesday) and a semi-automatic pistol and 
two revolver along with a quantity of ammunition taken. 


"Since the latter part of 1980 the Portland police, assisted by the Corporate 
Area police, have detected a number of encampments, mostly in the hilly areas 
of Portland which they believe were being used as training areas for gunmen." 
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NEW CONTRACT SETTLES BAUXITE WAGE, BENEFITS DISPUTE 
Kingston THE SUNDAY GLEANER in English 14 Feb 82 pp 1, 2 


[Text] Signing of a new wage and fringe benefits contract at the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs at about 5 a.m. yesterday ended the protracted wage dispute 
between the five bauxite/alumina companies and the National Workers Union. 


Wage increases of 44 per cent over three years have been gained by the 4,000 
hourly-paid bauxite workers in a new 3-year contract which will cost the com- 
panies $58 million over the life of the contract. Agreement to settle the 
long-drawn out issue came at the end of the sixteenth meeting presided over 
by Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign Affairs, the Rt Hon Hugh 
Shearer, who begin presiding over the bauxite negotiations early last month. 


Two of the companies, Alcan and Alcoa, will meet with the N.W.U. tomorrow to 
work out arrangements for a work resumption at the companies’ three alumina 
refineries--Alcoa's at Halse Hall, Clarendon, and Alcan's Kirkvine Works in 
Manchester and Ewarton Works in St Catherine, which have been strike-bound 
since January. 


Retroactive to January ‘81 


The contract is retroactive to February 1, 1981, and the companies will have 
to bring in about U.S. $10-million to make the retroactive payments. The 
contract will also mean an additional U.S. $32-million approximately in 
foreign-exchange earnings, as the companies earn their revenue overseas and 
have to bring in money to pay their bills. 


The new wage contract, which will be in effect until January 31, 1984, estab- 
lishes a rate of $8.25 an hour at the top, from $6.60, in the first two years, 
with a bottom rate of $4.17, up from $3.34. 


Top hourly rate in the third year will be $9.50 with the lowest rate being 
$4.81. 


Each worker will now get two pairs of safety boots a year and vacation leave 
has been extended to four weeks after ten years and five weeks after 20 years. 


Savings Plan 
A savings plan is also to be introduced by the companies with each worker con- 


tributing $2.50 and the company $5. This and the vacation leave are effective 
February 1, 1982. 
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Each worker will also have life insurance coverage of $15,000. 


Yesterday morning's settlement ended one of the toughest and most bitter nego- 
tiations in the history of the bauxite industry, and came at the end of a 
marathon meeting which began at 10 o'clock on Friday morning. 


The negotiations started in late 1980 and were referred to the Industrial 
Disputes Tribunal after several meetings between the companies and the union 
failed to bring about a settlement. 


Several meetings were also held at the level of the I.D.T. without much pro- 
gress being made and the dispute was eventually withdrawn from the Tribunal 
in early January and placed before Mr Shearer while he temporarily took over 
the Ministry of Labour portfolio. 


When Mr Shearer began presiding over the negotiations, the companies’ wage 
offer was $26.40 a week increase; but under the agreement signed yesterday 

the companies will increase each worker's pay by up to $66 a week in the first 
two years and by up to $116 in the third year. 


Mr Tony Irons, Industrial Relations Director in the Ministry of Labour was 
associated with Mr Shearer during the negotiations. 


The companies were represented by their General Managers and Industrial Rela- 
tions Manager with Mr Ed Coyne, Kaiser's General Manager, and Dr Keith Pan- 
ton, Alcan's Industrial Relations Manager, leading the companies" case. 


Mr Michael Manley, Opposition Leader and Co-ordinating Adviser to the N.W.U.; 
Mr Lascells Perry, Assistant Island Supervisor; Mr Derrick Rochester and 46 
worker-delegates, represented the union. 


Both the union and the companies paid tribute to Mr Shearer for his efforts 
in bringing about the settlement yesterday morning. 


Mr Shearer in turn expressed the wish for good relations to resume between 
the workers and the companies "so that a normal atmosphere will prevail in 
the industry with workers and management carrying out the job of production, 
with efficiency and renewed respect and understanding.”

DEFENSE FORCE POSTINGS--Two changes are taking place in the senior command of 
the Jamaica Defence Force. Colonel R.K. Barnes, who was until recently advi- 
sor to the Minister of National Security, is to return to Up Park Camp as 
Colonel in charge of operations as of Monday. Colonel A.C. "Bunny" Stern has 
been assigned to the Jamaican High Commission in London as Military Attache. 
These and other postings were recently ratified by the Jamaica Defence Force 
Board on the recommendations of Brigadier Robert Neish, Chief of Staff. Lt 
Colonel Nestor O'Gilvie is now posted to the Second Battalion as Commanding 
Officer, and Major John Barnett is now Staff Officer for Operations and Train- 
ing. Colonel Barnes, the most senior Colonel in the J.D.F. was in December 
1975 posted to the United Kingdom where he was charged with the responsibility 
for supervising security arrangements for the High Commission. He also acted 
as principal liaison officer for the Government on matters connected with the 
security forces. His seniority was not affected by this posting and on his 
return to the island last year hewas assigned to the Ministry of National 
Security. Colonel Stern told the GLEANER these postings were normal in the 
J.D.F. and were in no way political. He is expected to leave the island for 
London next month. The postings are usually for three years or so. [Text]

FURTHER IMPORTS RELAXATION--A total of 301 items are to be removed from the 
restricted list of imports over a 5-year period, according to Government's 
time-table for “progressively removing the protection element now enshrined 
within existing restricted list of imports." Currently there are 364 items 
on the list. According to the Government's memorandum to the World Bank, i.e. 
the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development (IBRD), which is to 
form a part of the loan agreement between the World Bank and the Government 
of Jamaica under the Structural Adjustment Loan Programme, "183 items will be 
released progressively over three years and 118 items over a period of five 
years." The report said that by January 1982, 20 items "that were included 
largely to conserve foreign exchange" would be released. On Friday, 

February 5, the Minister of Industry and Commerce, the Hon. Douglas Vaz 
announced the immediate removal of 64 items from the list of restricted 
imports. Among them were textile, cement, computers, windows and doors.

MONTEGO AIRFIELD IMPROVEMENT--Some $170,000 has been allocated by Minister of 
Construction, Hon. Bruce Golding, to carry out resurfacing of a section of the 

According to a 
Ministry release Wednesday this follows complaints from the Airports' Author- 
ity, the Airlines Pilots’ Association, Jamaica Tourist Board and Jamaica Hotel 
and Tourist Association about the deplorable state of the runway. The improve- 
ments which are to be carried out by the Construction Ministry will facilitate 
the proper landing of widebodied jets which are expected to arrive in increas- 
ing numbers over the next few months, the release said. The resurfacing work 
is being done by Leonard I. Chang Engineers Limited of Montego Bay.

AIR JAMAICA LOSSES--At the end of December last year, Air Jamaica had accum- 
mulated a loss of $78-million and is now operating on a $19-million overdraft. 
The GLEANER understands that the company is facing imminent closure but Public 
Utilities Minister Pearnel Charles told the GLEANER. "I know of no decision 
taken to close the airline at this time." Air Jamaica employs just over 2,000 
persons and has eight aeroplanes. Mr Charles said that since taking office 

as Minister he has had discussions with the Board of Directors and with worker- 
delegates outlining to them the state of the airline inherited by the present 
Government. The last such discussion was on Friday. Discussions were contin- 
uing, he said adding that he told the workers that the future of the airline 
depended on them as well as on management.

TALKS WITH SWISS ENVOY--Technical cooperation, double taxation, increased 
trade and trade promotion, and vocational training were subjects discussed at 
a meeting between the Rt Hon Hugh Shearer, Deputy Prime Minister and Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and Dr Roland Wermuth, Swiss Ambassador to Jamaica. 

Dr Wermuth who was accompanied by Mr Peter Bangerter, Honorary Consul for 
Switzerland, was paying his first call on the Minister in his capacity as 
Ambassador. Mr Shearer welcomed Dr Wermuth to Jamaica and said he was par- 
ticularly interested in Switzerland's expressed wish to enter the United 
Nations system, although he noted that the final decision had yet to be made 
by the Swiss people through the holding of a referendum, a release from the 
Ministry said. Dr Sermuth explained that Switzerland had an "open industry 
policy" as it believed that competition was necessary in order to maintain 
standards. The country had no raw materials but had a stable and skilled 
labour supply. Dr Wermuth, whose Foreign Service career spans the years from 
1959 to the present, has served in the United States of America, Argentina 
and Indonesia. He is now resident in Mexico and serves as his country's 
Ambassador to Mexico, Dominican Republic and Haiti as well as Jamaica.

DE LA MADRID CALLS FOR REVISION OF ANTIMONOPOLY PROVISIONS 
Mexico City EL DIA in Spanish 30 Jan 82 p 6 


[From text of Speech by Institutional Revolutionary Party Presidential 
Candidate Miguel de la Madrid; Los Mochis, Sinaloa, 29 Jan 82] 


[Excerpt] The road to an egalitarian society must have as a primary concern 
the lessening of inequality in the kitchens and on the tables of Mexican 
families; it must correct harmful conditions, such as malnutrition among 
millions of Mexican children because if we do not solve the problem of child- 
hood malnutrition, not only will we face short-range problems, but we will 
also inevitably condemn entire generations to the loss of the basic 
development to which human beings should aspire. 


We must remember that the physical and mental constitution of the human being 
is irrevocably determined by the nutrition he receives in his first 5 years 

of life, and that the basic cause of mental and physical debility is childhood 
malnutrition. This is why inequality, which is still generally a part of 
Mexican life, is so objectionable, because it affects the dignity of the human 
being; because it impedes vital development, and because it puts the nation's 
existence in serious danger. 


We cannot hope to become an independent and strong people if we allow Mexicans 
to be undernourished and to propagate millions of human beings without the 
basic requirement--food--for a dignified, proper, and productive life. 


We must recognize that combatting these problems of food supply in order to 
obtain good or apparent results, is not the solution. We must recognize that 
if there are shortages, it is because there is, on the one hand, insufficient 
production, and, on the other, tnefficient production. Prices are the result 
of a series of factors. Of course, available supply and related demand are 
important, but the cost of production is also a determining factor, which puts 
down a floor with realistic prices that helps sustain production; and also 
there are such phenomena as adolescence, excessive layers of middlemen, public 
and private corruption, and primitive marketing conditions, both wholesale 

and retail. 


Thus it is not an easy problem, unfortunately. It is not by the use of simple 
methods that we can attack the problem of food for public consumption. We 
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are a large, tense, and complex society, and as a consequence, the strategies 
for solving problems must start with their recognition, their size, depth, 
and complexity. 


We cannot find specific causes for the phenomena that we face. It would be 
nice if the problem were that simple because we could overcome it with 
concentrated and basic actions, but it is not so. 


We must recognize that the phenomenon of insufficiency of gocds for public 
consumption is influenced by the dizzy rate of population growth in Mexico. 
When you examine the way food production has increased in Mexican agriculture, 
we see that at the same time there are demographic figures that have at 
certain periods outdistanced production, which has been great in quantitative 
terms, but which has not been sufficient to handle the famous “demographic 
explosion." 


I think we have also failed to help food and basic product producers to raise 
their efficiency and productivity. There are structural phenomena, above all 
in agriculture, that are the basic cause of those failures and, in consequence, 
of high prices, but there is no doubt that there are many other elements in 
what is properly called the supply phenomenon, which is really a distribution 
problem. 


We have also paid attention to encouraging modernization of the distribution 
process in our development programs. Perhaps we have put too much stress on 
production, believing that with production taken care of, distribution would 
automatically follow, and that by leaving the problem to spontaneous market 
forces, the supply problem would solve itself; or perhaps we thought 
ingenuously that the market did not need government intervention because it is 
a simple phenomenon of the middleman, which incidentally does not enjoy the 
moral justification naturally accorded in the production of goods and 
services. 


I think that we have to recognize that realistically the distribution stage is 
at least equally important as the original or direct production process, and 
that a system with inadequate, obsolete, and primitive distribution can, 

among other things, spoil the best efforts of the production side. 


We have problems with the infrastructure of the economy and the marketing 
system that affect supply. We have enormous concentrations of population in 
a few urban centers and, at the same time, greatly dispersed settlements of 
people nationwide. Over 100,000 settlements throughout the country cannot be 
the basis for a modern and efficient economic and distribution system. 


We do not have a national food supply system. We are just now planning the 
outline of a system with the first project of importance in the Central 

Market of the Federal District; we observed it a few days ago in Mexico City. 
But a national supply system is not built by simply constructing new buildings 
to house old and faulty systems and practices. A national supply system is not 
an architectural scheme. It has to be a constitutional project, with new, 
legally constituted regulations for commercial operations, as has been pointed 
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out here; the mercantile code must be fundamentally revised; property laws 
and credit operations must be revised; a legal framework for the commodity 
and exchange markets must be established; we must know how to intelligently 
use the mechanisms of an effective market, a practical market, not a market 
characterized by monopoly, oligopoly, and disloyal competition, but a market 
that will allow us to see the reality of supply and demand, —— economic 
forces, and also guide the consumer. 


We need to improve the physical and institutional infrastructure of the 
distribution system; we need to improve the information systems because it is 
ignorance that helps foster marketing monopolies, price discrimination, and 
exploitation among producers, consumers, and retailers. 


We need a responsive, accessible, efficient credit system, especially for the 
small and medium businessman. We need to trust businessmen and make sure they 
are truly competitive, enterprising, and have a social conscience so that 

they will themselves detect excesses and shortages in different areas and 
disloyal business practices. 


We need to organize future markets that will coordinate coming shortages or 
surpluses in advance. 


We need to rationalize the combination of small, medium, and large businesses 
since each one has its comparative advantages with regard to the availability 
and mobility of goods, as well as assist the job market with related programs. 


In a word, we need to determine rationally, through frank and honest dialogue, 
what is the optimum degree of middleman participation in business and to 
realize that there is not just one degree applicable but that it varies, 
depending upon product and place. 


We need to increase specialized storage and cold storage that will permit more 
Organized and even access to the markets by producers. 


We need new regulations for the phenomenon of economic centralization. The 
old Article 28 of the Constitution is now inadequate to handle the regulation 
of trade. The present organic law of Article 28 of the Constitution on 
monopolies was a law that, in its time, was a mere strategic imitation of 
antimonopolistic legislation in industrial countries and therefore has been 
and will be inapplicable to our modern economy. 


We also need to revise the statute governing the powers of the executive 
branch in the economic field because I believe the right of the government to 
intervene in the economy is not a subject of discussion any longer; what we 
should discuss seriously is how it should intervene effectively to achieve 

the results demanded by society. Reckless, excessive intervention at any cost 
is economic ingenuousness, as shown by discussions still held in countries 
with centralized planning, where they are retracing their steps and trying 

to use market mechanisms to provide greater competitiveness and efficiency 

to production. 
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We also need to tackle the problem of consumption habits of Mexicans with 
frankness, realism, and honesty; but, as has been said here, these are customs 
that were formed centuries ago. We modern Mexicans eat today, in part, as 

our indigenous brothers did, and of course we have to continue to eat prickly 
pear leaves for a long time, but we also have customs inherited from our 
Spanish roots. These are not necessarily better, but we must recognize that 
changing consumption habits of Mexicans cannot be done in a few years, and we 
will have to see, in reality, to what extent it is wise to encourage changes 
in these habits. But let us be on guard against the obvious distortions that 
irresponsible commercial advertising is causing. 


I think there are many other reasons to tackle this problem responsibly and 
in depth. It would be irresponsible on our part to try to pontificate in 
these brief remarks or offer recipes as dogma. We need to study this problem 
seriously; we need to listen to more people; we need to take advantage of the 
best experts in the country; we also need to generate an attitude of 
responsible solidarity among all sectors of society, because we are not going 
to solve the country's problems through mutual recrimination or social strife. 
There is no other way except active, responsible solidarity by all Mexicans 
for the benefit of all Mexicans. 


We cannot accept either of the two extremes that are presented in a simplistic 
way: the kind that solves problems through an economic liberalism that only 
appears in textbooks and laboratories and never in reality; we cannot leave 
the solution of these complex problems tothe mere market forces because the 
market sometimes leads to the loss of economic liberty through monopolies, 
oligopolies, and disloyal competition. And we must recognize that there are 
strong monopolistic trends and structures that seriously affect the food 


supply. 


We will not abandon, therefore, the responsibility of the government to 
regulate economic concentration and combat monopolies and oligopolies which 
prey upon the most basic necessities of the Mexican people. 


We are going to retain government controls. We are going to retain price 
controls, but in an intelligent way so that they will operate in and take 
advantage of the market economy, so that they will minimize the imperfections 
of our market economy, and so that they will protect the majority of the 
people. 


But let us not extend price controls to timid mechanisms or mechanisms that 
do not face reality and whose end result is to inhibit production, inhibit 
activities, or distort consumption in Mexican society. 


Government intervention must be effective and not intervention for its own 
sake, to which the bureaucracies in all parts of the world are so prone. Let 
us avoid bureaucratic actions; let us encourage realism and demand courage 
and honestoy of the authorities in charge of business controls.

JOINT STEEL PLANT PROJECT WITH JAPANESE 
Mexico City EXCELSIOR in Spanish 30 Jan 82, p 31-A 


[Text] Three hundred and thirty-five hectares of land in the industrial 
port of Lazaro Cardenas were transferred yesterday to the Mexican-Japanese 
firm NKS for the construction of what will be the largest steel plant in the 
country, with a joint investment of 12.5 billion pesos over the next two 
years. 


Oscar Reyes Retana, director of the National Port Development Fund (FONDEPORT) 
handed over the land to Pablo Padilla Ramirez, director of the NKS, the 
semi-official firm that will produce the largest types of forged and cast 
steel products, as well as manufacture heavy steel plate, equipment, and 
machinery with the use of Japanese technology, one of the most advanced in 
the world. 


The plant will be in a position to supply industrial sectors such as, naval 
construction, electrical energy equipment manufacturers, steamrollers, and 
equipment for the steel, petroleum, and chemical industries. 


During the transfer ceremony, steel experts stated that this plant will help 
accelerate the manufacture of heavy equipment and machinery in this country, 
putting it on the road to independence in capital goods. 


The quasi-governmental company is provided for, it was said, in the National 
Industrial Development Plan, as part of the heavy plant infrastructure 
necessary for the production of capital goods. Nacional Financiera and 
Sidermex are providing 67 percent of the capital and a broad group of Japanese 
firms, headed by Kobe Steel and the Government of Japan the remaining 33 
percent. 


During the land transfer ceremony the steel experts explained that a 30-ton 
capacity electric arc blast furnace will first be installed in the mill, and 
later a second one of 35 tons capacity will be installed. This plant will use 
pig iron produced by SICARTSA and will have the most advanced techniques for 
the production of very high quality steel of various types. 
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The forge will have two presses of 4,000 tons each and another of 3,500 tons. 
The foundry is designed to produce up to 20,000 tons of cast steel products 
a year. It will have systems for pit casting and floor casting in tubs. 


The Mexican-Japanese company will begin operating the first half of 1984 and 


provide jobs for 1,750 workers and highly skilled experts, in compliance with 
the employment program of the Overall Development Plan.

FIFTY POWERFUL SINALOA FAMILIES DENOUNCED

[Excerpt] Fifty families control the economy in the State of Sinaloa. Among 
them ire the Clouthier, Kountrolares, Casals, Demerutis, Robinson Bours, 
Tamayo Muller, Wilson, and Ortegon Cervera families, who live in opulence, 
thanks to the exploitation of close to 350,000 farm workers. This charge was 
brought yesterday by Josafat Lopez in the name of the National Union of 
Agricultural Workers [UNTA]. In addition, he said that: 


Sinaloa is one of the principal agricultural centers in Mexico. It has an 
agricultural infrastructure on a part with that of an advanced capitalist 
economy, to the extent that it competes with regions such as Southern 
California and Florida, especially in the production of vegetables. 


The state has 750,000 hectares of irrigated land; however, the Sinaloa economy 
is at the service of the transnational companies. 


All components of the state'sinfrastructure, which have been built by the 
efforts of the people, should serve the needs of the nation and the people, 
not to enrich the 50 families that control the state's economy. 


The National Union of Agricultural Workers denounced, among others, the Ritz, 
Wilson, and Ascension Lopez families, who live in opulence thanks to the 
exploitation of 350,000 farm workers, "whose workers’ rights are trampled on 
because they do not respect the minimum wage laws, profit sharing, housing 
rights, medical attention, vacations, and other guarantees provided by law." 


They also charged Governor Antonio Toledo Corro with being linked to "American 
imperialism." In addition to being a John Deere representative, he is the 
owner of Las Cabras, a 5,0C0-hectare farm in the township of Escuinapa, and 

he has recently become a foreign investor. 


The UNTA said that Toledo Corro has invested 2 billion pesos of his own money 
in a bagasse processing plant in Puerto Rico.

[Excerpts] The Sandinist People's Militias [MPS] are the essential and vital 
support that can defend this revolutionary process and the fatherland's sovereignty 
and overcome all the maneuvers and campaigns that the enemies of the revolution 
inside and outside the country are carrying out. 


Although we are celebrating militia day today, the militias began the moment 

that our pecp_.e began to defend their sovereignty and to defend Nicaragua from 

its foreign aggressors, from the Yankee expansionist intervention which our country, 
our fatherland and other peoples of the region have been suffering since the past 
century. 


Now after the victory, in these years of work and organization, of constant 
struggle against Yankee imperialism which is harassing, attacking and threatening 
us and which wants to strangle us, we have seen how all the Nicaraguan people have 
been gaining an increasing awareness of the role of the MPS. They are getting 
better organized and achieving better discipline and they understand the tasks 
that the Sandinist People's Army [EPS] gives to the MPS. The army is the organi- 
zation that guides, supports, directs, controls and helps the militias. For the 
army, the militias are its central support. For the militias, the army is their 
vital point for organizing the national defense.

UNION ATTACKS TELCO FOR HIRING TOO MANY EXPATRIATES 
Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD GUARDIAN in English 8 Feb 82 p 3 


[Text] Communication Workers' Union has launched an attack on the Trinidad 
and Tobago telephone Company (Telco) for flooding its managerial team with an 
excessive number of expatriates. 


CWU secretary general Lyle Townsend wrote Dr Neilson Mackay Telco's executive 
director, stating that this constituted an unfair suppression of local talent 
and he insisted that the company should list for the union's benefit as a mat- 
ter of urgency who the expatriates were and what were their terms and condi- 
tions of service. 


Labelling Telco's neglect to inform the union as soon as a non-national was 
employed as "industrial treachery," Mr Townsend demanded that the company 
should immediately cease hiring ex-patriates since from reports reaching the 
CWU it appeared their input into the development of Telco was minimal. 


Copies of Mr Townsend's letter to Dr Mackey were despatched to Prime Minister 
George Chambers, Mr John Donaldson, Minister of National Security, Mr Ronald 
Williams, Minister of State Enterprises, Senator John Eckstein, Minister of 
Public Utilities, and CWU branch secretaries. 


When contacted for his reaction and whether he would heed the CWU's demands, 
Dr Mackay indicated that he had just received his letter and was studying it. 
he would be making a comprehensive statement on it in the near future. 


Mr Townsend declared that the CWU was expressing its “utter disgust" at what 
it considered were autocratic and questionable activities that were not in the 
national interest. 


Mr Townsend said that Telco several months ago hired two Canadians--Marvin 
Larsen as general manager of technical services, and W. Draper as a training 
consultant--and so informed the union. 


"Since then we have been reliably informed that there are now over 30 ex- 
patriates employed in various managerial positions. 
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Concrete Evidence 


"To date, the union has not been informed of their employment, functions and 
the price our country is paying for their questionable inputs-—-questionable 
because the concrete evidence has given rise to such reality," Mr Townsend 
stated. 


He charged that the experience will Filipino technicians proved the point for 
most of the work they did had to be done over by locals. Mr Townsend referred, 
too, to the employment of another Canadian, John Miso, as district manager 
"(North)' and claimed that he returned to Canada without contributing as much 
as was expected to Telco's development. 


The union secretary general said that it would appear that the company's policy 


of hiring expatriates reflected "the most blatant disregard for democratic in- 
dustrial relations practices and a most unfair suppression of local initiative."

CHAMBERS CALLS FOR INVESTIGATION OF OFF-DUTY ARMY MELEE

dent in which some 25-30 off-duty soldiers in plain clothes went on the ram-

He has called on National Security Minister, Mr John Donaldson, to have a 
written report on the incident prepared and handed to him. 


This is already in the course of preparation by Police Commissioner Randolph 
Burroughs who immediately reported the incident to the National Security Minis- 
ter with whom he was in constant communications throughout the investigations. 


Mr Burroughs also held top level discussions with Commodore Mervyn Williams, 
Chief of Defence Staff, as well as Lt-Col. A.R.N. Baden-Semper, Commanding 
Officer of Alpha ("A") Company, otherwise known as the First Battalion of the 
Trinidad and Tobago Regiment stationed at Camp Ogden, Long Circular Road, 

St James. 


2 Soldiers Shot 


Detective Cpl Michael Lambert, of the Flying Squad, was wounded on the head 
when he went into the "College" to investigate the rampage, and Pte. Curtis 
Blunt and Pte Robert Kong received gun shot wounds and were warded at the Port 
of Spain General Hospital under a regiment guard. 


Also visiting the scene of the incident were Supt Peter Richards, Head of 
Western Division, along with Asst. Supt. Paul Providence and they were joined 
by Acting Supt. Malcolm Kingston. 


Pte Timothy Pierre and Pte David Price, who were detained at the St James 
Police Station, have since been handed over to the Army where they are held 
in custody. 


Linda Rivas Caesar, who was attending the bar in company with Edward Unanakul 
and getting ready to hand over to her husband, James, was struck on the chest 
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with a bottle curing the rampage. She said she lost a handbag containing the 
day's sales. Damage to furniture and equipment including lighting was esti- 
mated at more than $12,000. 


The Police are investigating a report that last Friday evening there was some 
incident in which an army vehicle was involved in an accident with a civilian 
vehicle. 


It was reported that the soldiers came out of their vehicle and started beat- 
ing the driver of the civilian vehicle to the annoyance of a member of Tripo- 
lians old time steelband and some of his friends who have their panyard near- 
by. A scuffle ensued. 


It is understood that the soldiers had "to retreat" but promised to return. 


According to an eyewitness account, the soldiers armed with hockey and other 
sticks, returned on Monday night and invaded the Tripolians panyard. The 
players eluded them by putting out the light and scaling a wall. 


The army boys then went across to "The College" where pandemonium reigned as 
drinkers, limers and Tripolians players received blows and either had to take 
cover or flee the scene when they were able to. 


Ken Griffith, a Tripolians member, received severe blows about the body. One 
Jorslyn Alexander, known as "Shirley" who is Flag Waver and sometimes beat the 
tambourine for the Tripolians, was struck with a bottle and Vincent Prince, 
known as "Spanks" was beaten with the hockey stick, kicked and brutally 
beaten. 


Arniff Ali, of Mathura Street, St James, received a cut when a bottle was 
thrown at him, while Patsy Bocas, of Santa Cruz, who was liming in the Club 
was also struck with a bottle. 


The proprietress said that it was about 7.45 p.m. when the plain clothes 
soldiers moved into her business place and positioned themselves at various 


angles, then suddenly one of the soldiers blew a whistle and the war started. 


The battle raged fiercely andthe crowd had to scamper when bottles started 
to fly. 


Mrs Caesar said the "invaders" tried to pull down the burglar-proofing which 
protected the bar.

COCOA PRICE SUPPORT--Government has agreed to a guaranteed price for planta- 
tion grade cocoa of $9.55 per kilo or $4.34 a pound for the 1980--81 crop 
year. A price support estimated to cost the government over $11 million will 
be paid to all cocoa farmers, a Whitehall release said yesterday. This pay- 
ment will be made in three instalments--an interim payment of $2 per pound 
will be made at point of sale, a dividend of 50 cents per pound a final pay- 
ment (support price) of $1.84 will be paid after all cocoa produce has been 
sold on the international market. For the crop year, farmers will receive an 
interim payment of $4.50 a’kilo for plantation grade cocoa and $3.52 for 
estate grade cocoa. The other two payments will be paid at the end of crop 
year, based on the revised guaranteed price to be announced by the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Lands and Food Production. The Cocoa and Coffee Industry 
Board has stated that plantation grade is cocoa that is well fermented, 
thoroughly dry and free from commercial defects. Estate grade cocoa is reason- 
ably well fermented, thoroughly dry and containing not more than six percent 
commercial defects. The board is responsible for administering this price 
support scheme. The price support is the difference between the guaranteed 
price determined by the ministry and the actual world market price of cocoa. 
This pricing structure is intended to serve as an incentive for farmers to con- 
tinue to produce high quality cocoa for the international market. [Text]
